One of the first acts 
of the Congress had been to pass 
a sweeping conscription law, to which 
Mr. Davis assented, and this was stoutly 
resisted in some quarters. Dec. 23, 1862, he 
issued @ prociamation in retahation for the 
emancipation proclamation of President 
Lincoln. In this he declared that Gen. B. 
F. Butler wasa felon, and ordered that ail 
commissioned officers serving under him, 
as welias all serving with slaves, should be 
treated as “robbers and criminals deserving 
death.”’ In his message of January, 1863, he 
proposed turning over ali Union prisoners to 
the State courts to be tried as the abettors of 
a servile insurrection, but the proposition 
was rejected by the Congress. | 
_The disasters of July—Gettysburg and 
Vicksburg—and the state of the currency 
emboldened the opposition to fiercely assaii 
the Administration. Food, too, was scarce, 
and the army was on haif rations, and this 
added to the clamor. The removal July 17, 1864, 
of Gen. Joseph E. Johnston from command 
of the army that opposed Sherman gave 
additional cause for complaint, it being al- 
teged that he did it from purely personal rea- 
sons. When Atlanta was evacuated Sept. 1, 
1864, Mr. Davis visited Georgia and tried to 
raise: the spirits of the people there, but 
without much success. 

In January, 1865, he sent three Commission- 
ers to treat with the United States Govern- 
ment, but their mission was unsuccessful. 
There was a temporary outburst of enthusi- 
asm, but it soon died away, as the Union 
armies continued to advance, and more and 
more dissatisfaction was expressed. In 
his last message to the Congress 
—March 13, 1865—Mr. Davis assert- 
ed that the Confederacy had ample 
means to meet the emergency, and April 2, 
less than &@ month later, he was obliged to 
evacuate Richmond, April 5 he issued a 
prociamation from Danville, asserting that 
the army was now “free to move from point 
to point, and strike the enemy in detail far 
from his base,’’ and in less than a week he 
had to retire from Danville. 

HIS CAPTURE. 

He was captured near Irwinsville, Ga., 
My 10, and taken to Fort Monroe. May '8, 
1866, he was indicted for treason by a grand 
jury in the United States District Court for 
Virginia, sitting at Norfolk under Judge Un- 
derwood. May 153, 1867, he was admitted 
to bail in the sum of $100,000. He 
was rever brought to trial, a nolle prosequi 
being entered by the Government December, 
1868. After being given an enthusiastic fre- 
ception in the South, his imprisonment hav- 
ing silenced ail opponents, he went to Canada 
and then to England. RKeturning he 
became President of a life-insurance com- 
pany in Memphis. In 1879 Mrs. Dorsey of 
Beauvoir, Miss., bequeathed him her estate, 
and there he has since resided, occasionally 
appearing to make a speech in some 
Southern city. He was excepted 
from a bill restoring political rights to those 
who took partin the Rebellion and excepted 
from 2 bill pensioning veterans of the Mexi- 
can war, it beime charged that he was re- 
sponsibie for the horrors of Andersonville, 


THIRTY DOG-FIGHTERS COME TO GRIEF. 


A Party of Chicago Sports Gathered In by 
Indiana Officials Near Hammond. 

Hammonp, Ind., Dec. 5.—[Special.}—The 
little city of Hammond was up in arms to- 
day against an invading force of Chicago 
sports. Three trainioads, or over 400 men, 
reached Hammond over the Nickel Plate, 
the Chicago & Atlantic, and the Michigan 
Central about 9 o’cloek this morning, nearly 
simultaneously. They saw two town con- 
stables, ‘‘sweetened’’ them with $50 apiece, 
and then repaired to a barn to have a dog 
fight. 

A red Chicago deg, Rowdy, was pitted 
against the Boston dog Pup for $200 a side, 
and over $2,000 was up on side bets. It was 
the State street gang of sports, and it was 
to be a bie tight. Both were game dogs, and 
weighed each the same—thirty-five pounds. 

Maj. Thomas Hammond was not to be 
“seen.” The people of this city haa had 
enough of this sort of thing, he said, and he 
rushed over to the telegraph office and 
sent .a rush message to Sheriff 
Murray Turner at Crown Point. The 
next train from Crown Point brought 
the Sheriff, and ,the dog-fighters were toid 
that there was no use trying to bold the fight 
here. They seemingly accepted the notice 
and prepared to go eisewhere. It was found 
cut that the fight would come off at Hess- 
ville. Ind., in the afternoon. ; 

The 400 sports hired ’buses, hacks, car- 
riages, and every other availabie conveyance 
in the town and started in along procession 
tor Hessville. When they got a mile and a 
half out of town the procession stopped at 
the sandpits. The sports grinned to each 
other at their shrewdness, for Mayor Ham- 
mond nad telegraphed the authorities at 
Hessviile. The pit was selected, a referee 
appointed, and the fight began. 

The two dogs chewed each other gamely 
for two hours and fifteen minutes, when! an 
unexpectea interruption took place. Mayor 
Hamtmond was notso easily hoodwinked, as 
the Chicago sports thougbt. He and the 
Sheriff called out nearly every able-bodiea 
citizen in the town and invested them to the 
number of 100 with the authority of Deputy- 
Sheriffs. In buggies and on horseback the 
posse made its way to the sand-pit. They 
were arined with guns, clubs, scythes, hoes, 
and other bucolic weapons. The sports were 
so engressed with the fight that they were 
surrounded before they knew it. 

All was confusion on the instant. A wild 
break for liberty was made. One man was 
thrown forty feet down the bank and a dep- 
uty fired a shotafter nim. Ali but thirty got 
safoly into the woods. The thirty were capt- 
ured and brought triumphantly back totown. 
The prisoners were locked up in the City 
Council chamber under a strong guard. 

In an hour or so the stragglers who had 
taken to the woocs began to drop into town. 
They surrounded the city-hall and formed a 
hooting mob of 200 or 300. ft looked 
for a while as if the city-hail 
would be taken by storm. rhe 
Sheriff and the Mayor increased their de- 
fensive force. About 6o’clock the prisoners 
were hand-cuffed together and marched 
through the howling mob under a heavy 
guard down to tie train and sent to Crown 
Point. All offers of bail were refused. The 
authorities announced that they would make 
it warm for the sports, and also for the two 
coustabies who were subsidized. 

After the fight was broken up the referee 
gave » decision in favor of the Chicago dog, 
and the men who were not arrested have 
some of them gone to Crown Point to look 
after the interests of their friends. The 
others have gone back to Chicago—that jis, 
except these who are still wandering around 
in the Indiana woods or tramping on foot 
towards home. oe

The citizens’ meeting to pominate an inde-

Mr. Lawson said all the others, except 
Mr. Hotz, who is in New York, had 
been scen. They had concluded to 
serve. Mr. Hotz’s friends had intimated that 
he would accept. Mr. A. C. Bartlett con- 
firmed this view. He had been associated 
with Mr. Hotz on the Board of Education. 
He had no reason to question his public spirit 
or his sense of public duty. 

A delegate then moved that the ticket as 
presented be adopted.

TWO RIVALS IN LOVE FIGHT A DUEL. 


Harry Lucas and Herbert Priestly of Po- 
mona, Cal.. Resort to KRapiers. 
Pomona, Cul., Dec. 5.—[Special.|~-A duel 
was fought near this city Tuesday evening in 
strict accordance with the code. wne affair 
was kept secret, but notwithstanding the 
care exercised to keep it from the public the 
facts came out. Since October last two 
prominent young men of Pomona—Harry 
Lucas, formerly of Louisiana, and Herbert 
Priestly, both aged 19—have been rivais for 
the hand of a young lady of excellent family. 
They have had frequent quarrels, and re- 
cently came to blows. At aie church 
party Monday night both young men 
were rivals for the young lady’s company. 
They went out to settle the dispute, and a 
duel was arranged. Lucas challenged Priest- 
ly to fight with Spanish rapiers the next 
morning at dawn. Priestly accepted, but re- 
quested that the duel be fought at 9 o’clock 
the next evening. The seconds were select- 
ed and everything arranged. Next after- 
noon the seconds procured the rapiers and 
turced them over to a Spaniard to sharpen 
up. That evening at 9 o’clock principals 
and seconds met in the Pomona base-bali 
grounds. The moonlight was so bright that 
no aftificial light was necessary. The prin- 
cipals stripped, stepped in position, and at 
9:20 o’clock the signal tor the fight was 
given. Lucas, who is both wiry and quick 
and who had practice in fencing, was quickly 
seen to be the better of the two. The duel 
was fought in bouts of three minutes’ dura- 
tion. in the first bout Lucas slashed 
Priestly twice on the shoulder. The second 
round was fierce, owing t Priestly’s anger. 
The sight of blood flowing from his wounds 
maddened him. He was cut again on the 
breast and head, while Lucas had received 
only a scratch on the temple. The combat- 
ants were preparing for the third bout wheh 
the seconds realized the character of the 
scrape they were in and stopped the fight. 
Priestivy’s wounds were dressed and he was 
taken away from town. Lucas has also dis- 
appeured. The seconds are here and known, 
but no arrests have been made. The young 
men are of good families and the story of 
the fight. bas caused much excitement here,

Cashier Silcott Disappears with 
Salaries of Congressmen. 


WAILING IN WASHINGTON. 


At Least $75,000 Deficit in the Office 
of Sergeant-at-Arms. 


CONGRESS IN A SAD QUANDARY. 


An Immediate Investication to Be Made 
by a Committee, 


BONDSMEN MAY MAKE UP THE LOSSES. 


WasuinerTon, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special.|—A 
big bundle of money and a man, both lost or 
unaccounted for, have upsét Washington to- 
day. The money amounts to $75,000 at least 
and the man is named C. E. Silcott. This 
gentieman has for the last six years been the 
cashier in the office of Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House of Representatives, and the money 
was intended for the partial payment of the 
salaries of the Congressmen. The safe in 
the office was today as empty as a gourd and 
there followed an explosion on the floor of 
the House. ,.The Speaker laid before -the 
House as soon as it assembled the following 
communication from J. P. Leedom, late 
Sergeant-avArms of the House, directed to 
the Speaker: 

“I regret to report that C. E. Silcott, late 
cashier of the office of Sergeant-at-Arms, has 
departed from this city without settling his 
accounts and I have been unable to ascertain 
his whereabuuts, ana there is a deficiency in 
the cash. of the office. In view of these cir- 
cumstances I respectfully request an immedi- 
ate investigation of the accounts under 
such action as the House of Representatives 
may take in the premises.” 

Mr. Adams (Iil.) thereupon offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, J. P. Leedom, late Sergeant-at- 
Arms ofthe House of Representatives, bas re- 
ported to the House that C. E. Silcott, cashier of 
the office of Sergeant-at-Arms, has departed from 
the city without sett.ing his sccounts and his 
whereabouts are unknown, and there is a defi- 
ciency in cash in said office of about $75,000; 

Resolved, That a select com mittee to consist of 
seven members be appointed by the Speaker to 
examine the accounts of said office and report 
thereon to the House. 

The committee (which has authority to ad- 
minister oaths and to report in whole or in 
part at any time) was appointed by the 
Speaker as follows: 

Adams, Stewart (Vermont), Payne, 
(lowa), Holman, Blount, and Hemphill. 

The committee met tonight but did little or 
nothing beyond effecting an ofganization 
ana mapping out a plan of investigation. 
Enough is known to warrant the statement 
that the shortage will aot be less than $75,000, 
ana the discovery has been made that Mr. 
Leedom, late Sergeant-at-Armsof the House, 
bas not balanced his books and counted his 
cash in the six years he bas been in office. 

CASH FOR CONGRESSMEN, 

The Congressmen are paid by the Sergeant 
at-Arms, who conducts his business some- 
thing after the fashion of abank. The mem- 
bers sign monthly receipts for their pay and 
send them to the Sergeant-at-Arms, who in 
turn visits the Treasury, draws the money. 
and carries it to the credit of the individual 
Congressman. Sometimes itis drawn and in 
many instances it is left in the office of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, subject to check. Silcott, 
the trusted employé, invariably carried the 
certificates to the Treasury and procured the 
money on them. He drew in all $132,000 last 
week and about $60,000 of this amount has 
been disbursed. The remainder, $72,000 at 
the least, and Silcott are not to be found. 
Silcott left here Saturday night ostensibly 
to goto New York and has not been heard 
from since. 

Some of the Congressmen will miss the 
gentleman because their money is gone. The 
$72,000 in nowise presents the full defaica- 
tion, because there are large credits, as 
shown by the books, and no money with 
which to meet them, Mr. Randall is left to 
the extent of $2,500. Abner Taylor wishes 
he had been as prompt in doing business 
with the Government as he had n with 
other people. His salary for eight months is 
a minus guantity. Congressman Rowell had 
occasion to use his credits this summer, and 
drew everything out of the office of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. Riie of Pennsylvania is 
out $2,500, J. D. Taylor $3,000, Bouteile of 
Maine $1,500, Tom Bayne $1.000, Butterworth 
$900, Hermann $2,500, and Maj. Pickler $2,500. 
The chances are that ail this money will be 
reappropriated by Congress in some way or 
other. Snilcott hed given bonds to Leedom in 
the sum of $50,000, and the bondsmen are 
said to be entirely responsible. Mr. Lee- 
dom’s bonds are of equal amount and thought 
to be good. Mr. Silcott came originally from 
Youngstown, Adams County, O., where he 
was engaged in merchandising. He was 
close in his personal expenses, so much so in 
fact as to bring about criticism. He spent 
next to nothing on dress and was careless as 
to his personal appearance. He was called 
the *“‘hog-drover,” and Ike Hill, the Deputy 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House who gave Bil- 
cott the name, explains it by the statement 
that Silcott carried large sums of money on 
his person, and in the early days in Ohio no 
one but a bog-drover was accustomed to have 
great amounts of currency on band. 

SILCOTT AS A SHYLOCK. © 

Mr. Silcott was in the habit of loaning 
money to the members of Congress. A man 
of this stripe is as necessary to a Congress as 
the Shylock in a composing-room. The Ser- 
geant-at-Arms never lends money nimself, 
but has a convenient employé who does, and 
Mr. Silcott was this man. He carried great 
rolls of bilis with him, and during the ses- 
sions of Congress visited the down-town ho- 
telsat night. The members who knew 4 
thing or two always understood that Silcott 
was ready and willing to lend a fellow alittie 
iminediate money and generally charged a 
little interest on the loan. An old member 
or one with influence was never taxed 
more than5 per cent a month, but the new 
Congressman who had distressed himself 
during the campaign was required to pay in- 
terest of from 5to1l0per cent. The money 
came from the credits to the Congressmen 
on the boots of the Sergeant-at-Arms. Mr. 
Silcots was the factotum of the whole busi- 
ness. He visited the Treasury whenever he 
pleased, got certificates cashed, loaned mon- 
ey, and did pretty generally as he pleased. 
Mr. Leedom never interfered with Bilcott, 
and had such implicit confidence in the mau 
that he did not balance his books in six 
years. Hedid not wantto know too much 
about Silcott’s business. it was not necessa- 
ry that he snould, and now Mr. Leedom 
wishes he had paid more attention to the de- 
tails of his office. 

Silcott was a great man in Democratic 
politics of Ohio, and visited the State just 
before the last election. He and Gov. Camp- 
bell are warm personal friends, and it is inti- 
mated here tonight that Gov. Campbelil’s 
name appears among those of Silcott’s bonds- 
men. Mr. Leedom says he cannot give the 
names of Silcott’s sureti¢s becanse the bond 
is locked up in bis safe out in Ohio. Silcott 
was in great spirits on his return from Ohio, 
and said he had won quite a good deai of 
money on the result of the election. It is 
understood here that Gov. Campbeil’s friend- 
ship for Silcott would lead to his appoint 
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ment to some office. Silcott was a daily vis- | 


itor to the pool-rooms here. These institu- 
tions were a year ago forbidden witbin the 
city limits, ana proprietors simply crossed 
the line out on Seventh street ~and 
set up their shops. Silcott never 
missed a day in his attend- 
ance at these places. He would 
play a horse race as high as any man in the 
District of Columbia. His friends saia he 
was a literal reproduction of Mr. Midas, of 
some notoriety. He was never known to 
fail to visit the cashier after every race, and 
no living man ever saw Ed Silcott tear up a 
bookmaker’s ticket. The probabilities are 
that he did not lose much money on the races. 
He is said to have dabbled in stocks toa 
limited extent, but the fellow certainly 
never spent much money in or around Wash- 
ing ton. 
A WOMANIN THE CASE. 

He may have left considerable money in 
speculation in other cities, but nothing of the 
kind occurred here, at ieast so faras is known. 


| Mr. Silcott spent part of the summer in New 


York City and visited the race tracks 
every day. He may have booked a 
few losings over there. There is a 
woman in the case, of course, and Mr. 
Silcott’s name is coupled with that of a 
lady of easy virtue who has aiso made her 
disappearance. Much sympathy is expressed 
for Silcott’s wife, a most estimable lady, and 
three children. One of these, a young man 
employed in the document room of tbe 
House, fell on the floor in a swoon today on 
receipt of the news. Silcott was about 50 
years:of age and a grandfather. 


CONGRESS AND THE GREAT WORLD'S FAIR. 


Competing Cities to Introduce Bills— Wash- 
ington’s Boom Started by Ingalls. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 5.—|Special.]— 
When the House meets next week several 
bills and resoiutions relating to the World’s 
Fair will be introdu¢ed. The New-Yorkers 
have completed the draft of their measure, 
and it will be offered by some members of 
their delegation. The Chicago committée 
will have its bill in shape also, and St. Louis, 
on this occasion at leust, is not apt to be be- 
hind. The iaea is that the different cities 
should give expression to the legislation they 
want, so that all the measures can be con- 
sidered together. The House’ Committee on 
Rules may take the subject in hand ana offer 
a resolution for the appointment of 
@ special committee. Evervbody is 
now in favor of a special com- 
mittee, and the membership will probably 
be nine, so that all sections can be repre- 
sented. A test on the sentiment of the 
House whether any celebration should be 
held or not might also be afforded by the 
proposiuon for a special committee. If the 
majority does not want the Government to 
take any part in the proposed celebration the 
special committee could be voted down. The 
Chicago Sug-Committee on Legislation held’ a 
meeting tonight and discussed the details of 
the purposed bill. 

The Senate has so far taken the lead in 
suggestions for legislative action. Senator 
Aldrich has his resoiution for a special com- 
mittee of nine in the Committee on Rules, 
and wili be reported outnext week. Senator 
Paddock today introduced the memorial of 
the Short-Horn breeders in favor of Chicago. 
Senator Ingalls introduced a bill which is as- 
sumed to be in the interest of Washington as 
the place for holding the Fair. 

Its decigred purpose is to aid and secure 
the commemoration of the 400th anniversary 
of the discovery of America. The bill pro- 
vides that the President shall appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, a commission consisting of two members 
from each of the United States, of different 
political affiliations, two from the District of 
Columbia, and one from each of the Territo- 
ries: The President is autherized to extend 
an invitation to all the American nations, Do- 
minions, Republics, Provinces, and States, 
inviting them to unite with us in celebrating 
the anniversary. Should Itaiy, Spain, or 
other European Powers desire to come 
in they shali be invited: The commis- 
sion created shall meet in . Washington 
after thirty days’ notice and organize. The 
commission shall then secure a site for the 
convocation of nauonsof an area not less 
than 300 acres of ground, and acquire it by 
purchase or otherwise. The President shail 
apportion the land for the buildingsof the 
various countries, each one to select its own 
style of architecture. The arpropriations 
are as follows: $5,000,000 for the purchase of 
ground; $1,5v0,000 for grading and clearing; 
$500,000 for building for the- United States; 
and $1,000.000 for incidental expenses.

EVIDENCES OF HEAVY EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Another Chapter in the Downfall of George 
R. Tapp of Cincinnati, 0. 

CrncrnnatTi, O.,. Dec. 5.—)(Special.— 
Another chapter in the downfall of George 
R. Tapp was developed tate last night. Three 
months ago Tapp was a member of the Cin- 
cinnati Board of Public Affairs, Ghairman of 
the Republican County Committee, and one 
of the leaders of his party in Southern Ohio. 
Today he is an inmate of a madhouse, hope- 
lessly insane, a defauiter, and wrecker of a 
building association. Last night a warrant 
was sworn out for William L. Peters on the 
charge of embezzling $5,000 from the New 
Ohio Building and Loan Association during 
his term as treasurer. When the gravel iet- 
ter was made public Tripp was removed from 
his position as secretary of the association 
apd Nathan Longfellow elected to succeed 
him,’ but finding the books in bad shape he 
refused to receipt forthem. Au expert ac; 
countant, after three or four weeks’ work, 
has reported a shortage of at least $15,000, 
probably more. The books had been changed 
and the minutes altered by erasure after the 
President had signed them. It was evident 
that Tapp had conspired with Peters to de- 
fraud the association. The money was ev1- 
dently dumped into pork speculations, and it 
is said that Mayor Charles Jacob handled 
much of the money, though whether with a 
knowledge of how Peters came into posses- 
sion of it is not yet known. Tapp will not be 
arrested, at least for a while, but his property 
will doubtiess be attached.

THE FLIGHT OF TRE ALIBI> 


Mr. Hynes Devotes His Attention to Scat- 
tering the Defense's Chafl 

At the opening of the Cronin case yesterday 
morning Mr, William J. Hynes on benaif of the 
prosecvtion addressed the jury as follows: 

‘May it please your Honor and gentlemen of 
the jury: I congratulate myseift und I congratu- 
late you, gentlemen of the jury, ab well as every- 
body engaged in the trial of this case, that we 
are approaching the close of it, [shall endeavor, 
as far as I may be able to do it with justice to the 
duty that I feel calied upon to perform, to close 
the case as soon as possible, In what 1 have to 
say I shall address myself to those matters 
which I think will reach your judgment, which I 
think will seem to you to be pertinent to the is- 
sue which you have to determine, I shall en- 
deavor to confine myself to those matters which 
you will have to consider in the cave; I shall en- 
deavor as far as it is possibie to fulfili the func- 
tions that I understand to be the ones to be ex- 
ercised and performed by the advocate and by 
the counsel in the trial of a case of as great im- 
portance as this—which is merely to assist the 


ucts, in grotiping the testimony, in helping to 
analyze it, and in doing what may he in my hum- 
ble power to aid your own mental processes to 
assist at the conclusion to which you are to ar- 
rive. ; 

Gentlemen of the jury, iittle pr nothing tas 
been said about the detense in this case, exeept 
what was said during a poruon we heard here io 
the speech of Mr. Donahoe yesterday. 1 um 
glad that at this stage of the proceeding the de- 
fense bas been considerably narrowed-—very 
much narrowed since May6 or 7 or 8% May4 
Dr. Cronin was taken from home) end murdered. 
May 5 it was discovered that he had not re- 


friends. May 6 it was. published to the world. 
May?7 or 8 the Senior Guardian of Camp No. W 
deciared that Dr. Cronin was not dead, that he 
was all right, and that he would turn up; that he 
knew what he was talking about, that Morris 
and O'Byrne were not in the inner circie, and did 
not know what they were talking about, and he 
knew that Dr. Cronin was all tight and would 
turn up, 

We learn from Mike Whelan, the ex-detective, 
then the partner of Dan Coughlin, one of the de- 
fendgnts here, that during that week, along 
about May 9. 10, or 11, dispatches were received 
announcing taat Cronin was alivé and had been 
seen here and there. What did this mean, gen- 
tlemen of the jury’ It meant that the defense 
was organized before the crime was committed, 
It meant the existence ot a widespread con- 
spiracy. It meant the presence in that conspiracy 
of intelligence and resources~resources that 
knew how to handie the telegraph and the press. 

If the scheme of disposing of Dr. Cronin’s body 
on the night of May 4 had not been thwarted by 
some misadventure, by some miscarriage of ar- 
rangement, the public who did sot understand 
the motives that underlay the actions of these 
people would have bélieved what Joha F. Beggs 
said—that Cronin would turnup ail right and 
that he was not dead. They would have be- 
lieved the dispatches that Mike Whelan tells us 
about, and that came from different portions of 
the country, announcing that Dr. Cronin had 
been seen here and there and that he was alive. 
If all marks of the crime had béen obliterated 
here, if the body had not been found, if the body 
had been disposed of, these men would have con- 
tinued to charge that Dr. Patri¢k Henry Cronin 
was a British spy and that bis disappearance was 
to be accounted for by the fact that. he had gone 
away to England to testify against Parnell, 

WORSE THAN NO DEFENSE AT ALL 

But when the body. was foudd and identified 
that story, so far as the public were concerned, 
was no longer urged and that theory was no 
longer advanc But even at the very opening 
of this trial, after the jury were accepted. when 
the witnesses Were put upon the stand to identify 
the remains of Dr. Cronin found in the catchbasin, 
did not this deTense still contend and contest the 
identification of that body?

t which of the counsel, arose ig response to a 

tatement of that kind—I think by Mr. Ingham 

r Mr. Longenecker—and stated that there was 
no contest aS to the identity of the body. That 
had been abandoned since the discovery of the 
clothes and the instruments, but you will re- 
member, gentlemen of the jury, that day after 
day every witness who was put pon the stand 
was examined closely and critically by Mr. For- 
rest,.or Mr. Wing or by one or the other of the 
counsel for the defense to see whether the iden- 
tity of the remains was established. 

e did not know what had been done with the 
clothes, or that we coula identify the clothes in 
any mannerf with the Carlson cott We did 
not know that we could find them, would find 
them in very valise purchased by the buyer 
of the furniture that was found in the Carison 
cottage, in the valise that would be missing from 
the furniture. We simply showéd that the stains 
in the Carlson cottage, that did: not exist there 
before Martin Burke became its tenant. Were 
blood stain§. thatthe stainsin the trunk that 
evidently came from the Carlson cottage, in the 
trunk that was missing from the Carlsen cot- 
tage, were biood stains; that the cotton, corre- 
sponding to the cotton that Dr. Cronin had takea 
from his housé, that was found in the trunk, was 
stained with blood, and it was for that purpose 
that we put the experis on. 

But, gentlemen of the jury, I would feel not 
only that I was wasting your time but 
offending your good sense, if I were to dwell at 
any length upon that branch of the ease, I 
apprehend that it will not be returned to. 

And now, what sort o* a defense is this? be- 
cause I propose to deal with that first: What 
kind of a defense is made by these five prisoners? 
A defense, gentiemen of the jary, that is not a 
defense—is worse than no defense atal. A de- 
fense that utterly fails, as this defense in my 
judgment has utterly failed—leaves the case of 
the prisoners stronger against them than it was 
when the State rested. MAY: expect some ‘ie- 
fense when an accusation of this kind is bronght 
against a man; you are looking for an explanua- 
tion; you are hoping hke mérciful men that 
aos | circumstance and every-act and every 
word will find an‘, explanation consistent With 
infiocence. And when a defenge fails to meet an 
accusation, to furnish an explanation, gentle- 
men of the jury, then it is disastrous to the de- 
fendants. 

The only defense that is set up here is the com- 
mon defense thatis set up for the commonest 
criminal. There is notan habitual criminal in 
Chicago today that could be charged in one of 
these courts with any crime ‘that would not set 
up as strong a defense as that, the defense of an 
alibi. O, Il will get friends toswear that I was 
not there, but that I was somewhere else, When 
life is in danger even good people, measured by 
the ordinary standards of iife and mankind, 
sometimes good women and good men will come 
to the front and try to save the lives of their 
friends if all it costs is to stretch a memory or to 
resolve a doubt in their favor, — 

O’SULLIVAN WAS OUT THAT NIGHT. 

Witnesses testified that Patrick O'Sullivan, on 
“the evening of May 4, between half-past 5 and 6 
o clock—and every one of them upon the stand— 
why we had the statement of Patrick O'Sullivan 
himself; made to Capt. Schaack, and he ought to 
know better than they—that he got home aj haif- 
past 7 o’clock, a difference of over an hour and a. 
half—nearly two hours. Patrick O'Sullivan’'s 
own statement, when he talked with Capt, 
Schaack, was that he arrived home at half-past 
7, and that he was not out of his house that éven- 
ing after he came home. They all say that he got 
home about balf-past 5 ar 6—évery witness here. 
Who knows best, and what ig the value of a 
recollection as to the hour whefia thing occurred? } 
They all, with the exception of Muicahey, swear 
that he was not out of his bouse after that time— 
after supper; that he sat down for atime in the 
house and then went to bed with Muicahey. 

He himsel!, feeling that he had been seen out 
of the house that night—at least back in the al- 
ley near the Carlson cottage--sent for Capt. 
Schaack while he was still a prisoner in jail a 
few days after he was arrested, and said he want- 
ed to make a correctton of his former statement. 
He was out of the house that bight, in the alley, 
near tne rear of his barn. 

Let'me cali your attention also to the fact, gen- 
tlemen of the jury, that Mulcahey, his room-mate, 
does admit that he was out of the house that night 
about 8 or 8:30 o’clock—in the yard, leahey suid 
—and Muilcahey fixed thesupper at about 7:30 
o'clock, so that he has him out in the yard about 
8 or 8:30 o‘clock, and yet not asoul fi the honse 
knew that he was out of the bouse. All of those 
swear that he did not leave the house. Dig! Say 
oe they perjured themselves? No, not‘ail of 

em. 


Mr. Donahoe—Did you say that Mulcahey 
swore that he was out of the house? 

Mr. Hynes—Yes, about balf-past 8 o'clock, in 
the yard. 

Mr. Donahoe—He did not swear to that in this

Mr. Hynes—He swore to that in this court, ana 
in See Se, and I will read you the testimony, if 
you like. 

it is perfectly proper, gentlemen of the jury 
for Mr. Donshoe to challenge my statement of 
the evidence first that I may be able to correct 
myself if 1 make an error, and secondly to show 
thatlam right if I make a statement of this 
kind. There is no more harm in being in the 
alley in the rear of the shed than being 4&8 far as 
the shed. The pointis that he was out of the 
house at the time all of them swear he was not, 
except Mulcahey himself.

PECULAR POLICE TESTIMONY. 


How VUCoughlin’s Friends on the Forte Over- 
reached Themselves. 

i do not claim, sai’ Mr. Hynes, that Patrick 
O'Sullivan was at the Carison house when Dr. 
Cronin entered it. Because wordhad been sent 
that P. O'Sullivan was out of town, that when he 
went out of town the men should take his 
cards, so it would not answer the purpose if P. 
O’ Sullivan should appear in person in that room 
the moment that Dr. Cronin entered, at least, he 
was notin the immediate view of the Doctor 
when be entered that room, because that might 
have excited suspicion. He was not in tbe room 
mast Se first blow was struck that Mrs. Hoertel 
beard. 

Now, then, what is the rest of the alibi? The 
Hylands are placed upon the stand for the pur- 
pose of meeting the testimony of Niemunn. ie- 
mann says that Saturdaymighot, May 4,abdout half 
past 10, or im chat vicinity, Patrick O'Sullivan— 
there is no question as to the identification of 
Patrick O'Sullivan among the men in the room 
—was in the saloon. Now, 1 am taiking for 
the present with respect to O'Sullivan alone. 
He says that Saturday night—they say that he is 
mistaken, and that he dil not meet that German 
and the Hylands. Now. who is mistaken? 
What is it that distinguishes the accuracy or the 
mistake? First, it is conceded by these de- 
fendants that there was nobody else 
in the saloon when they went there. 
Jumes Hyland and Jeremiah Hyland 
both testify that there was nobody in the saloon 
but the bartender the night that they went in 
there about 10 o'clock. Now, who is mistaken? 
Niemann himself says that Sunday the people 
from the ball game went over there; that there 
wus Ot no timfe thatevening less than twelve or 
fifteen persons in the saloon. Now, that was ine 
first Sunday night thatit was open. It is anight 
that the Germans like to meet each other. There 
hdd been # ball match and there was a crowd. 
Niemann telis us that there was a ball game,and 
we have Hyland’s testimony that there was a 
pall game. and the men from the ball game came 
there, and Niemann says that there was no time 
when there Was not twelve or fifteen there, 

Niemann says that when O'Sullivan was in 
there there was nobody in the saloon but the two 
men who accom punied him. Both the Hylands say 
that when they went into che saloon, and while 
they were there, mp | else was in the saloon 
but themselves. Therefore it was not Sunday 
night. Bee 2 

No, gentiemen of the ere 
night, and Saturday night, May 4. And was it 
Dan Coughlin or Kuoze? If it depended upon 
the establishment of their identity there, gentie- 
men of the jury, on that night, if this case de- 
pended upon that, I would say acquit them, be 
couse there would ve a reasonable doubt about 
iton the testimony of these men. But not de- 
peuding upon that, and ip all other things 
to sheda 6 a" upon their conduct and the prob- 
abilities, have no eartbiy doubt about it. 
Koeh says thatthe day he was with Cougblin 
out in that locality of the city it was along about 
April 9ori0. That did not come on Saturday, 
Kettner says the day was Saturday; that it was 
May 4. There is no possible explanation of 
Kettner’s testimony to be accepted here, or of 
fered here to show why Daniel Coughlin Was on 
Lineoin and Belmont avenue, at the junction of 
Asbiand, about two or three blocks from the 
Carlson cottage, at 4o’clock on the afternoon 
of May 4. What was he doing there? Had he 
any duty to perform, or was he on any public 
service’ Ifso, how easy to proveit, how easy to 
show it? 

KUNZE’S CONNECTION WITH COUGHLIN. 

Now as to the association with Kunze here. 
Why, they say that Coughlin’s only association 
with Kunze was in reference to this Lynch distil- 
lery business—at least that is what We are to infer 
from the argument. The only association shown 
18 mead gts outof the Lynch distillery busi- 
ness. think it fairly appears here in the evi- 
dence that they were connected in some way 
with the case of the bomb-throwing in the Lynch 
distillery. 

They admit that Kunze is cognizart of some 
crime, that he has some relation to some crim- 
neal transaction. Did Dan Coughlin get him in 
his power ip any manner? Was he dealing with 
him as he dealt with Sampson—as a tool? 

He had two aliases, was woving from one 
place to another to escape arrest. Wasit in 
connection with Dan Coughiin, in connection 
with the distillery business, to account for bis ap- 

arance at No. 117 South Clark street? Mr. 

onahoe says his appearance there is not estab- 
lished. If Kunze was not there the Ist of March 
last, Wasn't he at work somewhere else’ Is 
there anybody who comes here and says that he 
oe him apy place else? Where is the alibi for 
at? 

There is another alibiset up for O'Sullivan. 
O'Sullivan, we are toid by old man Carlson, was 
approached March WwW by Burke. We are to as- 
sume that it was that day, it may possibly have 
been tne day before, although they all say it was 
March %. inail probability these people at No. 
117 South Clark street might have made their ar- 
rangements the day before. It was the Wth they 
moved in, but whether it was that day or the 
Gog eerare that the contract was made is imma- 
terial, 

Ithink there is no doubt of the truth of the 
statement of Mr. Carlson that he saw Williams 
go out on Ashianag avenue, and then go across 
the prairie and goto the rear and meet Patrick 
O'Sullivan, and say. ‘‘ The cottage is rented.”’ 

Evenifhe hadn’theard him say the cottage 
wus rented, the mere fact that Frank Williams 
went over there and talked with P. O'Sullivan 
is sufficient evidence of the conspiracy. 

Now, what is the alibi for Dan Coughlin? We 
have Niemann seeing him out there at that hour; 
we bave Mertes seeing a man at the Carison cot- 
tage that he thinks was Dan Coughlin, and that 
looked like him from his rear and side view. 
Anddhis man left such a vivid impression upon 
his mind that he was abie to pick him out in the 
jail when he got the sume view of him. I would 
not suy that if it rests upon that alone, but take 
these facts together and in connection with the 
more important facts. It is wholly immaterial 
in this case whether Dan Coughlin was near the 
Carison cottage May 4, whether Patrick O’Sulli- 
van was near the Carison cottage May 4, whether 
they ever lifted a hand to strike Dr. Cronin; the 
fact that they were in the conspiracy and ar- 
peneer it makes them equally guilty under the

WEAKNESS OF THE’POLICE ALIBL 

But whatis the alibi? We have first Officer 
MecDoneld. He remembers the exact time when 
he saw Dan Coughlin. But be never disclosed 
that important fact to anybody except Officer 
Scott—and mind you, McDonald and Scott were 
both members of the same camp—were both 
members of Camp No. 2. They were both mem- 
bers of the same camp in which this originated— 
this conapiracy to murder. McDonald never 
told his supérior officer about it. He does not go 
to Capt. Schauck, or to Capt. Schuettler, wno 
succeeds bim, or to the Chiefof Police, or to the 
State's Attorney, or to the newspaper reporters, 
or to anybody who will convey to the authorities 
and the public the information, ana say, ‘Dan 
Coughlin was not out there at the Carlson cot- 
tage; he could not have been out there. I saw 
him at the station at haif-past 8 or a gurter of 9.”’ 
McDonald didn’t say that to anyvody, but he 
suddenly appears on the stand and swears to an 
alibi for a feilow-member of the order. Whelan, 
too, finds Coughlin there at half-past 7 or a quar- 
ter to 8 as he goes in, and he leaves him 
standing in front of the station, and on the side- 
walk, e comes out later on and finds him still 
standing in frontof the stawuon after ¥ o'clock, 
And Stift, when he comes out, finds him standing 
in front of the station ap half-past 9 o'clock, 
Thiok of it! Fortwo long hours Dan Coughiin 
is standing immovable in one spot, with no event 
to change the monotony of the occasion, nothing 
to do, and nothing done, except to go once in the 
saloon and take a drink with Officers Stuft and 
Whelan. That is the extentof the search of 
these two trained detectives for a gan that at 
that time, even in the judgment of Capt. Schuack 
and those who were supposed to know. was be- 
lieved to have driven the doctor away. 

There was no pretense that any doubt was ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Conklin up to this time as to the 
identity of Dinan’s horse, but these two trained 
detectives wWhogo hunting for Smith expect to find 
him in some suioon, “He told me he was going 
to drive a man-.down to the Stock-Yards on Hal- 
sted street. Did you go down in that direction 
and make any inquiry or search for him?” “ No. 
Did bot go any further south than Harrison 
street."’ The Chiefsays: ‘* Perhaps he mentioned 
Twelfth street once, but did not @o any further 
souta than Tweifth."’ Was that the search of 
an honest police officer after a supposed crim- 
inal? Was thatthe sort of a search to make? 
Add yet that was the kind of asearch that was 
made by Mike Whelan and Daniel Coughlin. 
They knew that Dr. Cronin haa disappeared, 
taking the standpoint of the police officers that 
his friends claimed he had met with foul play, 
and he was believed by many to be murdered; 
that a decoy message had been sent to him. 
Tat was beyond all doubt. ‘tnere was no other 
conclusion to arrive at than that foul play had fol- 


lowed the decoy message; but Patrick O’Sulli- 
+ Van denied having sent it. 


There was nobody 
hurt in Patrick O’Sullivan’s employ, and there- 


fore. the purpose of mviting Dr. Cronin on such ' 


a decoy message as that could only indicate foul 
play. That was apparent to every reasonable 
mind. That was apparent to the Chief's mind 
and Capt. Schaack’s mind at that time, when he 
told them to 3ring that man in, and yet no effort 
is made to find this man Smith: 


COUGHLIN DECEILVES TH# AUTHORITIES. 

Let, us see what Coughlin’s aescription is. 
There 1s no question, is there, at all, but that the 
man that Coughlin sent and Coughlin knew was 
the man that got the horse at Dinan’s. That is 
conceded. If the man that Coughlin sent is the 
Inan that got the horse at Dinan’s, let us see if 
Coughlin’at that time was not endeavoring to 
‘set tne authorities off his track, What is the 
description he gives of him?

Dinan, all thgee of them at Dinan’s, say that he 
had a softfelthat. There isno testimony that 
they are the same men, is there? No, because 
‘Coughlin told the chief that he met him on the 
street afterwards and that he got # for him to 
pay for a buggy. there ig no question but it 
Was the Same man that Coughlin sent that got 
the horse, because he met the man afterwards. 

Now, then, is he not trying to put the authori- 
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and giving'a misdescription—shows that he knew 
that the man was connected with some crime 
and that he wanted to conceal bis go ange A If 
he ever saw the soft felt hat that Mrs. Dinan 
says she saw tho invention of the brown stiff bat 
by Dan Coughlin is one of the most criminating

WHERE WA" KUNZE MAY 4? 


No Testimony Introduced to Show His 
Movemeots That Day. _ 

It was said by Mr. Wing that no man if he 
areve Dinan’s horse that night would come into 
court to testify. Why, there is nota manin the 
world that was not the veriest cur who would 
remain in the rear while the man who had be 
come responsivile, and whose accommodation 
had furnished the horse that was used to drive 
Dr. Cronin away, who would refuse, unless he 
bad committed some crime, to.come to 
the front: Cannot John F. Ryan tell of his 
whereabouts? Cannot Coughiin's brother tell? 
Cannot the friends~some of them in Hancock, 
Mich —teil of his whereabouts? Can vo light be 
thrown upon it? Why havé not tbe authorities 
learned? We sent the oaly man that knew on 
the police force, and he did not look for him; 
did not go where be could be found; gave a false 
déecription so that nobody else would take him; 
described him as ¢cross-eyed and as wearing a 
stiff hat; he wanted him to escape. Whoever 
he 1s he 18 one of the conspirators, 

And now, before leaving that alibi, I want to 
cali your attention to the testimony of Mertes, 
given with reference to Coughlin aud Kunze. 
The question is asked, “ What is Kunze’s motive 
in this case’’’ Only the motive of the ordinary 
criminal; not the motive of the others. He 
probably thought it Was a great thing to be the 
confident and friend and stool-pigeon of a mun 
like Dan Coughiin, We do not know how far the 
little painter was admitted into the confidence 
of these men. You know as much as I do, and I 
only know what is in evidence. But that he was 
connevted with the others there can be no read 
sonable doubt. 

There is undisputable te James states 
that he was the occupant of No. 117 Clark street. 
With what knowledge he occupied it I do not 
know, Heis present and driving Dan Coughlin 
May 4, in my judgment. Was be ifentified? 
Mertes says that he saw him,.saw two men drive 
to the cottage, and saw the larger man get out; 
that he lookea at the horse ana buggy, which in 
that vicinity at that time was probably an un- 
usual thing. He saw the man looking at him; 
tney both looked at eacb other for some time; he 
says itis five minutes. There ts nothing about 
which witnesses make wider differences than 
about the lapse of time and about distance. 
The natural length of time which they 
would gize at esch other was probably 
the length of time, and you can fix that your- 
séives. He said he looked. sharply at the man 
and the mao athim, They talk about the lamp- 
light, Now the lamplight was nothing compared 
with the light of the moon. The moon, as I un- 
derstand, was a quarter moon; the testimony is 
that it set about 11 o'clock the next night, and if 
it did it Was a quarter moon at thattime. Mertes 
was ina position to look. He says that it was 
Kunze. f that was not Kunze, where was 
Kunze? 

Mr. Donahoe—I object to that statement and 
except. 

Mr. Hynes (resuming)—If that was not Kunze, 
where was Kunze that night’ Am I within the 
line, your Honor? : 

The Court—I think you are within the limit. 

Dr. Donaboe-—I take an exception. 

Mr. Hynes (resuming)--Is there anybody that 
saw him anywhere that night? 

Mr. Donahoe—Il except. 

Mr. Hynes (again resuming)—Did anvbody see 
him’ Was he at home, in -bis boarding-house 
where he lived, where he was every night from 
his business up to half past 5. Why dian’t they 
prove an alibi after half past 50’clock? Why 
didn’t they prove anything about Kunze's where- 
abouts before half past 5 o’cldck? Did he go into 
a hole away from the view of everybody on the 
night of May 4? Is there no associate that can 
go upon the stand and say where Kunze was on 
that night? 

Now, I don’t know how far Dan Coughlin 
given him his confidence. Ihave no doubt but 
that it was only partial, Nieman says that he 
was in the saloon with O'Sullivan and Dan 
Coughiin that night. He describes Dan Coughlin 
in his Prince Albert coat, nicely-fitting, and a 
large man, and that is the reason why | think 
peruaps he was not takeninto their confidence 
in the villany of this conspiracy. He is certuinly 
in it, in my judgment, and beis here not to, be 
ranked in degree with the uthers of the conspira- 
tors in this case. | should not feel satisfied, I 
should feel as if I was unjust, if I did got say as 
much as that. 

Now, Nieman describes the party identified as 
Coughlin, Kunze, with O'Sullivan, as sepurate, 
the little German segrogating toward the door all 
nlone by himself. That is what makes me think 
that he was not entirely in the confiaence of 
these people as’ to their individual part. But 
Dan Coughlinand O'Sullivan are found talking 
together alone, @ says that they gotup as 
close together as they could, the little man out 
near the door, and these men got up as close to- 
gether as ever they could. Was that a conversa. 
tion of Hyland and O'Sullivan and the rest? 
They were confiding together and stood alone in 
that saloon for twenty minutes, and not for five 
or sevey_as the Hylands put it. 

At this point the court took a recess until 2 
o'clock, 


INTIMACY UF THE CONSPIRATORS. 


Coughlin, O’Sullivan, Burke, and Kunze 
Were All Well Acquainted. 

At the opening of the afternoon séssion Mr. 
Hynes resumed his address to the jury. He said 
that Mr. Wing argued that it was impossible to 
rely on the testimony of Mertes, because Mertes 
had said that the night when he walked up there 
one time was a rainy night, then that it was a 
cloudy night, that it was a dark night, and so on. 
Mr. Wing asked Mertes in cross-examination: 
“ Wasn't it raining on the evening of May 4’ A. 
—No, sir; it was not raining &t that time I went 
down. After] went back again 1 wag not out at 
all "’—meaning that after he wént out or went 
back he remained in the house and dia not speak 
about the weather. 

[I venture to say that in the conversation 
alluded to by Mr. Wing and asserted to by 
Mertes, whieh occurred out at his house, the 
words were put into his mouth; and the astute 
lawyers preparing him for cross-examination, 
observing that be did not understand the English 
language well, kept on putting these questions 
to him, and he assenting to them; and yet it is 
manifest that as soon as he understands what he 
is talking about he comes back to the statement 
that it was a clear night. That was shown by 
the signa) service officer, who suid that the moon 
shone until 11 o'clock that night, and that the 
moon did not set until 11 o'clock that night. 

The words were also put into his mouth: 
mustache was biack’"” “Yes; black,”’ 
“You sayit was biack?”’ They made the mis- 
take of repeating the question. As soon as his 
attention was directed to it more particularly by 
the repetition of the question his answer was: 
‘*TIt was more black as bionde.’’ That is, it was 
more dark than light. That Was the answer he 
gave. 

be wae said to you by Mr. Donahoe and per- 
haps by Mr. Wing that the failure to prove any 
circumstance beyond a reasonable doubt, neces- 
sarily invoived the failure of the whole case, 
That is not the law. Every material fact in the 
indictment, every materiai allegation, must be 
proven beyond a reasonable doubt. It must be 
proved that Dr, Cronin was willed; if must be 
proved that he was killed as described, if the 
description is given; it must be proved that Dr. 
Cronin, as killed, 1s the party alleged; it must 
be proved that the parties who are charged are 
the parties who are guilty. Thuse are the ma- 
terial facts. WNutevery fact that 1s simply cor- 
roborsted, as all the tacts are which they have 
set-up alibis for, is not material 

The conspiracy to murder Dr, Cronin is com- 
plete without any of these corroborated fucts. It 
was not necessary that Dan Coughlin should ride 
out there with Kunze that might in order to im- 
plicate him in this crime. It was not necessary 
that he should appear in that saloon of Nieman’s 
with O'Sullivan and Kunze. That is simply a 
corroborative circumstance. and not an essential 
fact. It merely shows their association. Why, 
the introduction of proof that Coughlin and 
Kunze were down in Peoria was merely for the 
purpose of showing intimacy and association be- 
tween them. It was also for that purpose we in- 
troduced the evidence that Burke visited the 
ofiice of John F. Beggs. It showed their asso- 
ciation. it showed that Beggs occupied the reia- 
tion of benefactor towards Burke; and that if he 
had the appointment of a cummittee of friends 
that that relationship existed between them 
which made it natural that Burke should be se- 
lected as one of them. 

In the same way we show that Burke and Dan 
Coughiin, with Colleran, met in frout of the 
Court-House some time in March last and walked 
all the way up to Pat Dolan’s saloon, and there 
took a drink together, That Was not a criminal 
act, but it merely showed an association, They 
were friends and associates, and fmenhds and as- 
sociates are more likely to work together than 
strangers. 

O’SULILIVAN A FAST FRIEND OF COUGHLIN. 

Thus we show the associations in this case. P. 
O'Sullivan was in no manner, as it appears, con- 
nected with the Sbhufeldt distillery or with 
the explosion in which the Lyaches were 
interested. if the Lynch distillery accounts 
for the association between Coughlin and Kunze, 
what accounts for the association between 
Kunze and O'Sullivan’ Let merefer to the tel- 
epbone. The telephoning between Coughlin and 
O'Sullivan, you have been told, was all itn refer- 
ence to Kunze. What did Mr. O'Sullivan say 
when he was asked about it Dy Onpt Sehaack 
and Capt. Schuettler? First, be was asked if he 
telephoned to him in April. Hesuidhe did not 
remember. ‘ Yes, you did,” saidthey. ‘I doa’t 
know butthatI did one time; I don’t remem- 
ber.” “ Yes, you did,” he was told. “O, yes. 
Coughlin telephoned to me about some ice that 
he Wanted at his house.”’ It does not appear 
whether O'Sullivan served ice at his house or 
not. “But you telephoned to him. What was 
it about’’ *O, I don’t rerniember; I don't 
think I did,” is nis answer. “Yes, you did; you 
telephoned to the Ohicago Avenue Station.”’ 
** Yes, yes, I did; it was about » man named 
Kunze,'’ he finally admits. 

Now, the only pretense of any relation between 
Coughlin and 
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unoze was the Shufeldt distillery. | 
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common. What occasion was there then for any 
telephoning between P. O'Sullrvan_and Dan 
Coughlin with reference to Kunze’? What rela- 
tion, what inquiry, what information. what in- 
terest respecting Kunze calied for dispatches 
between Dan Coughlin ana P. O'Sullivan on the 
last three or four days im April or the first three 
or four days in May, when you remember thai at 
that time Kunze had left Lake View; when you 
remember that April 10°%Kunze had gone to the 
South Side, after Dan Coughlin had obtained 
from Kunze the papers relating to the distillery 
business? He took him out and gotPhim drunk 
‘and got the papers from him; had a tussle ana 
fuss with Kunze. but finally got the vapers from 
Kunze. Therefore the answer of P. O'Sullivan to 
the officer could not have been correct, and the 
excuse or pretense that is set up here for Dan 
Cougblin now is not an honest or fair excuse— 
that the telephoning was in reference to Kunze, 
These are all admitted facts. that in the last 
of April or in the first of May. P. O'Sullivan was 
inviting Coughlin out to his house, Remember 
that O'Sullivan's house was the next building 
to the Carison cottage, almost the only building 
in its neighborhood. The old°Carisons, as O'Sul- 
livan, of course, well knew, were in the habit of 
retiring early. There was only a space. of twen- 
ty-five feet between the two lots. here was no 
other house there, and no house on the opposfte 
side. There was no house fo the north for four 
or five hundred feet. They were the only 
houses on the block, except the one clear up to 
the other end near the corner, of Cornelia 
street. I believe one ortwo houses have gone 
up on the street on which P. O'Sullivan liyés, on 
the east side of the block, since that tim4;> Dut 
none on Ashiand avenue. There were no houses 
in the block opposite. It was a desoiate, lonely 
place. and as far separated from assistance by 
cries for human help as though it was in a wil- 
derness. The old Carisons, as O'Sullivan knew, 
were in the habit of going to bed early, between 
7 and half past 7. 


THE KNIVES FOUND ON COUGHLIN, 

ose thatit was a Saturday night before 
that Mertes saw Dan Coughlin and Kunze going 
there. Connect anybody going into that Carlson 
cottage and you have got one of the conspirators 
to murder Dr. Cronin, whether it was the week 
before or the week after. Did Kunze and Dan 
Cougblin go there the Saturday night of the Iith, 
the week after the 4th? Connect them. of going 
there that night ana you connect them with tne 
slaughter-house which was selected and occu- 

ied and visited only for the purposes of crime, 

don’t care which Saturday night it was. It 
answers the purpose. Butit was, he saya, Sat- 
urday night of May 4 that he heard noises and 
hammering in there; he saw the man gojng in 
and he beard voices. when the man went in, 
When he returned from the grocery store he 
heard noises as of hammering. I don’t know 
what they were hammering; what whey were 
putting up. 

One thing further about Covughlin’s alibi: 
Along towards the close of the trial in this case, 
it was discovered that one of tne officers had 
overlooked two knives that were taken from Dan- 
iel Coughlin the day he was taken into custody 
on May 2, three days after the discovery’of the 
body of Dr. Cronin. That those knives are iden- 
tical in character, in description, and every feat- 
ure—everything that would distinguish and 
identify a knife with Dr. Cronin’s two Knives, 
there can be no dispute, Mr. Conklin carried 
one of them for two years before he gave it to 
Dr. Cronin—I think he said two years or a year 
and a half, 1 know it was some considerable 
time anyhow—the little shell-handle knife he 
found; he carried it for some time, and one day 
when it was lying upon the mantel-piece or desk, 
Dr. Cronin asked bim for it and he gave it to him. 
He guve him both knives and he was perfectly 
familiar with the two. Those two knives are 
found in possession of Daniel Coughlin. 

Nobody expected at that time, Dan Coughlin 
did not expect that he was going to-be arrested. 
He felt that he had put the public authorities 
and public curiosity off the scent; and when the 
body of Dr. Cronin was found, 1 venture to say 
that it was decided and arranged that it should 
be shown that it was not the body of Dr. Cronin, 
and that they would fail in idertification, owing 
to the degree of decomposition that they thought 
must have followed after a lapse of nearly three 
wee ks. 

Two or three days after Dan Coughlin is in- 
vited to the office of the Chief of Police, and he 
comes there for a consultation; and before he 
leaves it it appears that he was placed 
under arrest and searched, and’ these two 
knives found on “him. If these are 
not the two knives of Dr. Cronin, as I believe 
them to be, it is one of the most remarkabie 
coineidences in history that a man moving the ap- 
pointment of the committee. that a man hiring 
the white horse, a man breathing into the ears 
of the members of Cump 2 that Dr. Cronin was 
another Le Caron, and that there were evidences 
in the City of Chicago to show that he was one 
of the spies referred to by Le Caron; that he 
should be found with two knives exactly Mke the 
knives that were on the person of Dr. Cronia 
when he left Mrs. Conklin's house, that he was 
in the hamt of carrying—one in his vest pocket 
and one in his pants pocket—and when his 
clothes are found in the manhole that neither 
of the kuives was found in the clothes. I say 
that is most remarkable, 

If there are a thousand varieties of knives 
and a mah, carries two knives, then the chances 
of @ man carrying the same two knives and two 
knives exactly alike unother man is just one in 
a willion, or a thousand times one thousand, so 
that there is one chance in a million that those 
knives are not the knives of Dr. Cronin. 
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BURKE HAS A PITIFUL ALIBI, 


tt Is So Poor That Mr. Hynes Refases to 
Dwell Upon It. 

We have Burke's alibi. It is rather a pitiful 
one. Somebody's heart must have failed him in 
finally making out an alibi for poor Burke. I 
thought from the cross-examination of Hugh 
Gleason that there might be even one time found 
some theory or plan of fixing out an alibi, be- 
cause when I asked him if he saw Burke that 
night he said he had not in Danahby'’s. ‘*Q.—Did 
you see bim anywhere else that night? A.—lI 
don't know; I might have seen him in Gleason’s 
and O'Toole’s; I don’t remember.” 

i presume the worst thing about Matt Danahy 
is that he would probably swear through a grina- 
stone for the purpose of heiping out his frend in 
a case like this. And what an alibi! He says 
that Burke was there when he got there—about 
half-past 6—I think I am correct; but I have not 
refreshed my recollection of that particular 
hour—-I think about haif-past6, he says, he got 
there. If he wasthere then he is contradicted 
by Hugh Gleason, if we are to accept Hugh 
Gleason's statement that Danahy came to re- 
lieve him about that time while he was there. 
And be must have come in there—if he came in 
at all—after Dunahy’s arrival. 

M.. Carberry testifies that he went there about 
half-past 6, that Hugh Gleason was the bar- 
tender, and when he went on the stand and de- 
nied it-he looked to me more like a man strug- 
gling with his touscience, and more unwilling 
about committing perjury than any man on the 
stand. 

I thought he was going to faint when he went 
upon that stand. But hesaid that he was not 
there that night; that he was off until about 11 
o'clock. He is there in time for the other wit- 
nesses who testified here. He went there about 
that hour tosee him, He is there in time for 
Nolan, who went there; for John F. O'Connor, 
who went there: for Kelly, who went there. 
Along about half-past 10 or 11 o'clock he says he 
went back and resumed work. although he bad 
been relieved that evening. He is there then. 
He says he was not there in the early part of the 
evening; that he went out and spent a portion of 
his time at this place, where he might have seen 
Burke. 

O’MALLEY’S DRUNKEN ALIBL 

And how do they corroborate Danahy? They 
bring William Coughlin, now in the é¢mploy of 
the City of Chicago, formerly a sseloonkeeper, 
When his manager or bartender was put upon 
the stand the manager or bartender told us that 
he was runpring the saloon for William Coughlin. 
Itis alias bartender, alins manager. Being in 
the city employ he does not want to appear to be 
running a saloon at the same time. William 
Coughlin says that he went in there between 
half-past 6 and7 o’clock; about 7To’clock. O'Mal- 
ley says he went in there about7 o'clock with 
Coughlin. O'Malley, 1t appears, was out ona 
bender that night. I think pe said he had been 
to a funeral. They stopped at Kelly's, Fitzger- 
ald's, and noone knows how many other places 
on their way: went to other saloons, and came 
bome from the funeral along the road there; did 
not know how many beers or whiskies he got on 
the outside of. e probably accepted Cough- 
lin’s statement or somebody eise’s statement for 
where he was and what he did that evening. He 
parades himself as drunk. Nobody, disputes 
it; nobody disputes that be was drunk that 
nignt. He does not identify Burke, but accepts 
Coughlin’s statement for what he did, and says 
that he went with him overto Danaby’s, but 
don't know who the man was. 

We have tne testimony of Swanson that at 
half-past 6 he took a4 carriage and drove 0’ Mailey 
from the saloon right across the street from the 
stabie, balf a second’s time, that the hour he en- 
tered and left the stable was taken down, and 
that it did not take thirty seconds to drive across 
the street, three doors the other way. Oleson 
said he went right across the street and entered 
it upon the book, and said he looked out not 
more than ten minutes after and tne hack was 
gone. They say it was before, and they fixed the 
hour at which the carriage was ordered. The 
books show that it was ordered at half-past 6, 
and that they started withia half a second, and 
they left Cougniin’s saloon inside of ten mihutes. 

Going how to attack this, it meagt they would 
bring a lot of people to prove thé driver was 
drunk and they got to such a state as to show 
it Wa» hot possible—they made up the story that 
O’ Malley got on the driver's suit—a livery, with 
brass buttons. Whatlivery? May 4 this livery 
that the driver was declared to have worn, and 
O’ Malley Was Wearing, that was impossible for 
any of them to follow; now, om that evening, 
there was no such livery. We bring on the driver, 
Oleson, and ask him when they got that livery, if 
be knew the time it wus received, and he says 
they had no livery in their possession until the 
13th, that they didn’t have any livery in that 
stable until May 13, and they undertook to meet 
this denial of their alibi by bringing in this—this 
frolic wita the livery and with a livery that never 
hud existed. 

That is the alibi for Martin Burke. I think I 
have sufficiently calied attention to the tact that 
the time that they started was long before the 
time they fixed for secing Martin Burke, 

THE WELLSPRING OF THE MURDER. 

Now, gentlemen, where does this al! spring 
from—whence does it spring? So fur as the evi- 
dence iv thia case 1s coacerned, under what was 
perhaps the judicious limitation of his Honor, 
although some things your minds might have 
had some enlightenment from, and yet it might 
have been difficult to distinguish what the judi- 
cial indulgence was—eo lar as it appears wa 
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an enemy of Dr. Cronin, as he told the Chief of 
Police. I don’t think it appears in evidence 
what was the cause. It does, however, appear 
in evidence that along during those years there 
was a division in what Was known as the United 
Brotherhood, one still clinging to. its name, 
United Brotherhood, with which Dr, Cronin was 
associated, the old name, and the other called 
the. Irish National Brotherhood, 1 believe. 
Camps were formed. Rival camps, as Mr. Fos- 
ter and some of the witnesses have said, a 
rival camp. Dr. Cronin seems to have been 
the animating spirit, the leading. spirit in 
what was known as the non-triangular camp, 
the triangle being Known by the executive 
called the triangle. because it consisted of three, 
and then,in these camps there was expressed 
dissatisfaction with the management of the 
triangle, and so far as we ere informed iu this 
trial that dissatisfaction was expressed im the 
misappropriation of money and charges of the 
betrayal of men who had been sent on dangerous 
expeditions to England. It eppears from the 
testimony upon tne stand here that there should 
be & Trial Committee composed of three 
men from each of these organizations 
that should investigate the charges against 
the old ex-execulive. or  trisogie, and 
report upon those charges. Dr. Cronin was a 
member of that committee... Dr. Cronm, it ap- 
pears, Was amember of the minority of tnat 
committee. It appears from the testimony in 
this case that as the result of that trial and -in- 
vestigation he prepared a min@rity report; that 
there were 300 or 400 pages of @vidence taken be- 
fore that trial committee in Buffalo in October 
of the preceding year: that Dr. Cronin believed 
the charges made against .the old triangie, and 
that the honest verdict to reuder, as he was a 
juror in tnat tribunal, as he was a member of 
that body, and under his obligation as a member 
of that tribunal, be believed that he was bound 
to report the truth to the orgaprization that he 
represented. 

n the midst of the turmoil in Camp No. 0 Dan 
Coughlin arises and moves the appointment of a 
secret committee. That is testified to by two or 
three witnesses here—certatnly by two that I 
recollect. It is testified to by Capt. O'Connor 
and by John M,; Collins. Collins was not, as Mr. 
Wing said, one ol those who interrupted him and 
demanded the name, His testimony showed that 
be didn’t do anything of the kind. He simply 
testifies to the fact that Coughlin urose and moved 
the appointment of a secfet committee to inquire 
into the rumors afloat respecting the reading of 
the minority report, or the report of the trial 
committee, in another camp. ow that commit- 
tee is appointed, lsay. My brother Foster says 
that that conclusion is not warranted. Let us 
see whether itis or not. The record in the first 
place, gentlemen of the jury. shows that the 
motion was carried. John F. O'Connor, the 
Secretary, also testifies that be read the minutes 
and made some correction atthe following meet- 
ing. that the interlineations in the record were 
made when he read thé minutes at the following 
meeting. Now, John F. Beggs is the Senior 
Guardian and presided over thatcamp. , 

MK. FOSTER LOOKS OUT FOR HIS CLIENT. 

Mr. Foster—Of course you do not intentionally 
desire to misstate the evidence. I think that 
the Secretary says that probably the word *car- 
ried” in the pencil mark may have been made 
at asubsequeat meeting, but that he doesn't 
know, 

Mr. Hynes—Yes, I think that is correct. The 
fact that it is an interiioeation, I think be says, 
suggests to hig mind the probability of its hav- 
ing been made at the subsequent meeting when 
he read the minutes, 

Mr. Foster—The underlined “secret’’ was 
maae then, as he said, but the word “‘carried’’ 
was made at the time—— 

The State’s Attorney (interrupting)—Anyhow, 
he swears that the minutes were approved at 
the next meeting. 

Mr. Hynes—Yes, sir, They were duly ap- 
proved. They were, at any rate, recorded by a 
secretary who was certainly not unfriendly to 
the defense in this ease; and it is recorded as 
“carried.”’ The presumption is that it was car- 
ried, and that when it was carried the committee 
was appointed. Now at a subsequent meeting, 
either May 3 or May 10—I do not care, for 
the purpose of argument, whether it was 
May 3 or May 10—but that. night the 
question was ms (this is the testimony 
of O’Connor): ‘I heard one of the members in 
the hall get up and ask the Senior Guardian if 
that privaie or secret committee’’—I don't re- 
member which term was used, either private or 
secret committee—“if that private or secret 
committee had reported.”’ The Senior Guardian 
gave a mp ys a motion of the hund, and said 
in reply tthe committee would report to tne 
Semor Guardian alone. No denial that the mo- 
tion was carried; no denial that there was any 
secret or private committee: no denial that it 
was appointed; no denial that it had acted; no 
denial of anything, except the right of anvbody 
to know the action of the commitiee and the re- 
port of the committee, except the Senior Guard- 
ian alone. That was the situation on the night 
of the 3d or the 10th of May. 


BEGGY COMPLICITY IN THE CRIME, 


The Sentor Guardian Proven to Have Ap- 
pointed the Secret Committee. 

A secret committee! Where was the necessi 
ty for a secret committee, gentlemen of the jury? 
If that committee was ‘appointed, aS John F 
Beggs’ man has said—if it was not for criminal 
purposes why have rot the members of that com- 
mittee come forward and said it was appointed 
for the purpose of making an inquiry and a re- 
port; that its conduct was not criminal; that its 
purpose was not murder? 

INOW, on the authority of John F. Beggs, in the 
light of the other testimony showing that Colum- 
bus Club means Dr, Cronin’s camp, that he was 
the S. G.or Senior Guaraian of it, in Jonn F. 
Beggs’ own handwriting, we have the statement 
that he ascertained those facts and wrote to the 
District Member about it. In another letter 
later on Beggs says: “ But I was ordered to no- 
tice it. Personally ( think it better not to notice 
such things, but I amonly one. The men who 
have the power will in time realize the motive of 
those who are continually breeding disorder in 
the ranks, and the day of punishment will come.”’ 

Now what does that refer to? It certainly 
refers to Dr. Cronin’s minority report; not to the 
irregularity or arising out of the truth of the re- 

ortitseif. “The mén who have the power.” 

oes that mean to refer to the men—the private 
— of the organization as constituting 
the power Perhaps it does, or it, is differ- 
ent men—the particular men who have 
the power. It is capable of both con- 
structions. “The men who have the 
power willin time realize the motives of tbose 
who are continually breeding disorder in their 
ranks.’’ Yes, it must be the men—the rank and 
file.

Palmer vetoed the bill, which had been 
engineered through both Houses by an ex- 
Senator whose reputation asa boodie lob- 
byist was great. The grab was passed over 
the Governor’s veto by the aid of Mr. Coy’s 
vote. The citizens of Chicago rose like one 
man against it, and, thanks to Judge Drum- 
mond, the grab was badly choked. This bold, 
bad act of 1869 was repealed in 1873, but the 
mischief it did is not yet remedied. 

It is doubtful whether even to oblige the 
gentlemanly and accomplished Stock-Yards 
corporation the taxpayers are ready to yote 
for Mr. Coy, who tegislated so much against 
their interests twenty vears ago, when he 
had the opportunity. It is doubdtful whether, 
when they come to understand it, they will 
be willing to give one grasping corporation 
two men on the board to enable it to shirk 
out of its share of the cost of its special jat- 
eral ditch. ©.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR AND THE FARMERS. 

Master Workman Powderly, Head Center 
of the K. of L., said after his return from At- 
lanta that the proposed amaigamation or fed- 
eration of the Knights ot Labor and the 
Farmers’ Alliance, toward which steps had 
been taken, “will probably be the birth of a 
“new political party which will have sufti- 
“cient strength to control tariff and other 
“legisiatuon.’? He also said: 


It seems to me that the policy of protection is 
& wrong on labor. The labor classes are not pro- 
tected—cnily the manufacturers. The rich re- 
ceive the protection. The American manufact- 
urer adds the duty to what should be the natural 
and fair price for his product. The burden of 
the tariff. rests its crushing weight upon the 
poor. The tariff needs reforming. It is the poor, 
the great mass of the people, who need protec- 
tion, and they will never get it under the so- 
called policy of protection. 


This is a great change in the views of the 
Grand Master Workman, who has heretofore 
been a protectionist Democrat of the Penn- 
sylvania Sam Randall high,tariff gort. 

Mr. Powaerly is now at St. Louis confer- 
ring with the representatives of the several] 
Western agricultural societies and trying to 
get them into an alliance with the * Knights,” 
or rather with tne remnant of that order 
which now remains. Oddiy enough, at tne 
time these negotiations were proceeding in 
St. Louis Delano, Harpster, and Lawrence, 
the Ohio sheep-breeders who constitute the 
“National Wool-Growers’ Association ” and 
claim to represent a million sheep-raising 
farmers, were passing the usual resolutions 
in Washington demanding higher duties on 
wool. Last year the trades unions generally 
voted for Cieveland and approved the Mills 
bill, which repealed the duties on wool and 
reduced the tariff rates on woolen goods 
about one-half. Woolen goods, blankets, 
and clothing are, in all the Northern States, 
articles of prime necessity frém infancy to 
old age, and no tariff change could be devised 
that would oenefit workmen ‘more than a 
cheapening of. woolen wearing apparel, bed- 


growers are demanding higher rates on raw 
wool, and this, of course, would necessitate 
higher duties on all. kinds of woolens, as was 
provided in the Senate bill, and higher pricea 
woolen goods and clothing. -The manu- 
facturers say, too, that if théy are to pay

ding, etc. Yet the Delano class of wool- 


bill gives it. If, then, the farmers 
who want dearer wool and the city laborites 
who demand cheaper woolen goods should 
combine to “control legisiation oa the tariff’’ 
how long can they expect to pull together! 

Standing toward each other in the reiaticn 
of buyer and seiler, with interests directly and 
sharply in conflict, it 1s absurd to suppose the 
farmers and city laborities can unite to con- 
trol tariff legislation. These classes are 
always in economic conflict and what one 
desires the other must necessarily oppose, 
In England the manufacturing and com- 
mercial ciasses of the cities and towns being 
the stronger got the upper hand of the farm- 
ers and by repealing “the corn iaws” 
and all duties on all agricultural products 
deprived the latter of all tariff protection. 
Cheap food and cheap raw materia! for manu- 
facture were demanded in the interestof the 
majority, and the farmers were deprived of 
every iota of protection for the express pur- 
pose of forying them to reduce prices for the 
benofit of city consumers and particulariy 
the millions of workmen employedin the 
manufactiing industries. The fight against 
the farmers was hasténed by short crops 
and excessively high prices of food. Food 
consumers were on one side and farmers on 
the other, and the former being in the maj- 
ority forced the victory. 

In Germany and France, however, the 
farmers, who are strong advocates of protec- 


| tion, are able to Maitrtain it for their own 


benefit. Théy have the controlling voice at 
the polls, and they keep up the prices of 
food and ali kinds of tarm products to tne 
cost and injury of the wage-workers in the 
manufacturing industries, and force the lat- 
ter to live miserably poor. 
city workmen and the farmers are neces- 
sarily antagonistic. The farmer wants cheap 
goods. and waress but wants food, wool, 
hides, and all agricuitural products as high 
as. -possible in price. The city work- 
man, on the other hand, desires his product 
to be sold to the farmer at the highest possi- 
bie rate so that he may have short hours and 
high pay. Conflicting as their interests are 
and must be it would seem impossible for the 
farmers and workmen to take common 
ground unless they agree to destroy all pro- 
tection, as Powderly seems: to advise, and 
put both agriculture and manufacturing on 
acommon free-trade basis. Protection can- 
not be retained for one class while its ad- 
vantages are denied another, but both might 
agree to reject ali artificial benetits and con- 
test with each other as buyers and seliers in 
free markets at bottom prices of both labor 
and products. Farmers and city workmen 
may join hands for some passing political 
purpose, but Mr. Powderly is dreaming if he 
thinks they can be banded together perma- 
nently in supportof the same economic doc- 
trines,

EFFECT OF REDUCING CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury says in his 
report: 

The cases are exceptional under our tariff in 
which w moderate or reasonable reduction of 
rates would result in a decrease of the revenue. 
AS @ general rule a reduction in the rates of duty 
would increase importations in greater propor- 
tion than the rates are reduced, apd so increase 
rather than diminish receipts. This would be 
the result of any plan of horizontal reduction yet 
proposed; thus, a horizontal reduction of 10 or 20 
per cent in rates might result in 20 or 50 per cent 
or even greater increase in the volume of im- 

tts. The tendency of this would be to largely 
ncrease the surplus. 

The custom-house records of the country 
for the last fifty years flatly disprove this. 
The facts must at one time have been familiar 
to Mr. Windom, but some years have passed 
since he ieft the Senate and the Garfieid 
Cabinet, and they have doubtless slipped 
from his memory. It will be an easy task for 
Tue TRIBUNE to recall them to his mind, and 


to show the Secretary that his apprehensions 


tariff reduction are unfounded. 

‘The tariff history of this country for the 
Jast half century may be briefly summarized 
as follows: The Clay protective tariff of 
1842, with its average protection of about 36 
per cent; the Democratic tariff of 1846, 
which reducea duties considerabiy and added 
to the free list; the tariff of 1857, passed by 
a Democratic Senate and a Kepublican House, 
which cut duties down to an average of 20 
per cent—the lowest tariff the country has 
éver known in eighty years; the war tariff of 
1862 and the additions hereto in 1862, ’63, °64; 
the Little Tariff Reduction bill, as it was 
called, of 1873, which put tea, coffee, hides, 
etc., on the free list; and the Republican re- 
vision of the tariff, urged by President 
Arthur, which was adopted in 1888, and on 
the average reduced the duties about 6 per 
cent. 

Do the custom-house revenue statistics 
show tbat tariff reduction increased the rev- 
enue, or, to state the Secretary’s rule the 
other way, that higher duties reduced it? 
These are figures, and their lesson seems 
plain enough:

It appears that the effect of the tariff re- 
duction of 1846 was to lessen the revenue the 
following year three millions. Then came a 
rise‘in revenues, not due, however, to the 
cause to which the Secretary wouid attribute 
it, but to the gold discoveries in California 
and the immense quantities of the precious 
metals which were utilized, as abundant har- 
vests would have been, for the purchase of 
foreign goods. It must also be remembered 
that the population of the country was grow- 
ing at the rate of 3 per cent a year; there 
were 3 new mouths to be fed in 100 each year 
and backs to be clothéd, so that the drop of 
1847 caused by the reduétion of duties was in 
the face of an increasing demand of an in- 
creasing population. r 

The above table aiso shows that the tariff 
of 1857 and the panic of that year, which the 
large reduction of the tariff helped to make, 
cut the custom-house receipts down over a 
third: and that in spite of the steadily grow- 
ing population that loss had not been made 
good by 1860. The great jump upin 1866 was 
due to the ending of the war ant the throw- 
ing open of the South, which had been 
stripped of all goods. Immense stocks were 
rusbed in there and paid for with the bhigh- 
priced cotton which was on hand. 
* Little Tariff bill,” which put tea ana coffee 
and hides on the free list, naturally reduced 
the revenue receipts. 

The effect of the revision and reduction of 
1883 is strikingly illustrated in the result. 
The revenues did not rise 12 per cent as the 
consequence of the 6 per cent cut, as Mr. 
Windom has predicted, but they tell off $19,- 
000,000, or nearly 10 per cent. They kept 
down, too, for several years, and it was not 
till 1887 that they reached the figures of 1883, 
before the reduction took effect. In this 
time four years had elapsed, and the country 
had gained over'l2 per cent in population and 
consuming power, yet those new backs and 
new mouths no more than made good the 6 
per-ceot reduction of duties of 1883. This 
last illustration is the most forcible one, for 
— were no panics to complicate the prob- 
em. 
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How did it happen that the Secretary’s 
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of the result of a moderate and judicious 


The: 


‘theory, which may seem plausible to many, 


has always turned out to be inaccurate? Sim- 
ply because the American manufacturer has 


always refused to surrender the home mar- 


ket to his foreign rival without a fight for it, 
and in each of these battles he has come out 
ahead and prevented the country from being 
flooded with the immense stocks of goods 
which the Secretary things the reduced du- 
ties would bring to American shores. 

He has won the battle, but it has been by 
chopping down the wages of labor and the 
price of raw materials tall they had reached 
a point where it was possibile for him to com- 
pete successfully, The manufacturer of 1847, 
threatened with adeluge of competing foreign 
goods, began at once to reduce his expenses 
to meet it. His own profits were less, and la- 
bor got less, and the farmers got less for raw 
materials. The same thing occurred in 1557, 
and for three years after that labor. was pain- 
fully learning that it must work at reduced 
Wages pvecause the tariff revision had re- 
duced the price of goods and énhanced the 
sharpness of foreign competition. By the 
time the war in 1861 came the lesson had been 
pretty well learned. Were there to be tomor- 
row a sweeping Democratic cutof the tariff 
the same old lesson of reduced wages and ex- 
penses and farm products would have to be 
learned over again, and asa resuit prices 
of American made goods and labor would be 
cheapened to meet the foreign competition, 
the imports woulda not materially increase, 
and the custom-house revenues would not 
rise, but fail. 


THE RACE PROBLEM IN THE SOUTH. 

Deploring the denial of the political rights 
of the negroes in the Southern States Presi- 
dent Harrison says in his message: 


It has been the bope of every patriot that a 
sense of justice and of respect for the law would 
work a gradual cure of the flagrant evils. Surely 
no one supposes that the present can be accept- 
ed a8 & permanent condimon. If it is said that 
these communities must work out this problem 
for themselves we have a right to ask whether 
they are at work upon it. Do they suggest any 
solution? When and under what conditions is 
the black man to have a free ballot? Whea is he 
in fact to have those full civil rights which have 
so long been hisin law? When is that equality 
of influence which our form of goverament has 
intended to secure to the electors to be restored? 
This generation shall courageously face these 
grave questions and not leave chem as a heritage 
of woe to the next. Theconsultation should pro- 
ceed with candor, calmness, and great patience; 
upon the lines of justice and humaniiy, not of 
prejudice and cruelty. No question in our coun- 
try can be at rest except upon the firm basis of 
justice and of the law, 


Answering the President’s questions any 
candid and representative Southern maa 
would say that it is not intended to permit 
the negroes to enjoy political rights under 
apy circumstances where the result would 
be the domination of the blacks over the 
whites. Where the negroes are not strong 
in numbers and there is no chance that they 
could elect candidates to fill the offices them- 
selves and assume the rule of the com- 
munity they are permitted to vote and have 
it counted. Their votes are received and 
counted on ap issue of “wet” or “dry” or 
anything of that sort. But where tne negro 
vote is strong ana when the question is that 
of electing officers to admunister local af- 
fairs, city, county, or State, the whites re- 
sort to violence or fraud and overcome tne 
blacks. The negroes have in their preach- 
ers, doctors, lawyers, and school teachers 
ambitious leaders @ager to get office at tne 
first opportunity. If permitted w exercise 
their political rights freely where they are 
in the majority the Southern negroes do not 
vote for white men any more than whites 
vote for negroes, but select men of 
their own race for office. They put 
blacks on the bench of the Probate Courts to 
direct administration on the estates of white 
men and care for the interests of widows 
and orphans. Negroes are elected Sheriffs, 
Judges, Justice the Peace, and are select- 
ed to levy and Collect taxes and direct public 
expenditures. Aégainst this the whites rebel, “ 
and they do not scruple to use fraud or force 
when no other heans will avail to overcome 
a black majority and save the community 
from “ negro rule.” ¢ The “ race problem” in 
the South is not serious except where the 
blacks are in a majority or relatively strong, 
and the contest is as to which race shall rule 
the other. There the probiem is of the gray- 
est character, and for the reasons stated 
there is little reason to believe the negro can 
secure his right to the ballot unless he will 
always vote for white men for all offices. 

The President says further: | 


I earnestly invoke the attention of Congress to 
the consideration of such measures within ifs 
well-defined constitutional powers as will secure 
to all our people a free exercise of the right of 
suffrage and évery other civil right under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States. 

Evil, however deplorable, cannot justify the 
assertion either on the part of “he Executive or 
of Congress of powers not granted, but both will 
be highly blamable if all the powers granted 
were not wisely but firmly used to correct these 
evils.. The power to take the whole direction 
and control of the election of members of the 
House of Representatives is clearly given to the 
General Government, A partial and qualified 
supervision of these elections is now provided for 
by law, ana, in my opinion, this law may be so 
strengthened and extended as to secure on the 
whole better results than can be attained by a 
law taking all the processes of such election into 
Federal control. The colored man should be 
protected in all of his relations to the Federal 
Government, whether as litigant, juror, wit- 
ness in our courts, as an élector for members of 
Congress, or as a peaceful traveler upon our 
inter-State railways. 


The President has good reason to speak as 
carefully and cautiously as he does. A sys- 
tem of distinct Federal elections would sub- 
ject the people of thirty-five States to great 
inconvenience and the National Treasury to 
enormous expense becaue@ of the frauds 
practiced against thé negroes in six or seven. 
Nor would more than a smali part of the 
evil be remedied. Under the Constitution 
Congress could not interfere with the local 
elections in the Southern cotton States, al- 
though it is in these “home rule”’ contests 
that the race problem appears in its worst 
form. A Federal law might control the elec- 
tions of Congressmen and permit the negroes 
to send_some of their number to Washing- 
ton, but the whites could still usurp power 
over their loca! affairs under State laws and 
exclude, the biacks from all local offices. 
Thus at best the result would be the gain of 
a few colored Congressmen but no improve- 
ment of the condition of the blacks of the 
South under their loeal governments. The 
probabilities are, however, that if a Federal 
election law should be established the whites 
in the cotton States would formally disfran- 
chise the negroes and Willingly submit to 
the only punishment for such action—viz.: 
reduction of representation in Congress. It 
is plain enough that Federal elecuons will 
solve but asmail partof the race problem 
in the South.

When they found 
their voices they merely said they had been 
disappointed. 


Secretary Windom is watching the com- 
ments on his silver bullion project with keen 
interest. Heis sure the more it is studied 
the more it will grow in favor, and he looks 
for the recommendations to be made the 
pasis-of legislation at no distant day. Said 
the Secretary this afternoon: “It may be, 
as I hear said, that some Congressmen are 
bothered at the suggestions and don’t want 
to express their views just yet. My proposi- 
tion is so novel that 1 don’t wonder they are 
not ready to give offhand opinions.

The chances seem to 
be that something short ot free coinage will 
be adopted as a compromise in the end.

all circumstances a liberal policy of trade wah ° 
the people of foreign countries and the establisn- 
mentofequal and exact justice amongst our 
own citizens, with exclusive privileges to none, 

Mr. Voorhees will hereafter call up the 
resolution and address the Senate upon it,

It provides that whenever a Crief Supervisor 
of Election shall have received notice asking 
for the guarding or supervising of an elec. 
tion in any city having 20,000 inhabitants or 
upwards, or whenever the court shall be 
asked to permit an election to be scrutinized 
in any town baving less than 20,000 people, it 
shali be the duty of the Chief Supervisor to 
prepare and present to the Circuit 
Court a petition setting forth a desire to have 
the election scrutinized, and a writ shall 
then be issued charging the Supervisor and 
his subordinates with the duty of enforcing 
the United States election laws. If at any 
Federal election any person shall cause any 
breach of the peace, or use threats whereby 
any part of the election shall be impeded or 
hindered, or the lawful proceedings of the 
Supervisors interfered with, he shali be lia- 
bie to instant arrest and summary hearing as 
for contempt of court. Any person fouad 
guilty may be punisned by a fine not exceed- 
ing $3,U00, or imprisonment not exceeding’ 
three years, or both.

REPORT OF ATTORNEY GENERAL MILLER. 


On plaints of Numerous and Far-Reaching 
2 ‘4 Violations of Federal Laws. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 5.—The annual 
report of Attorney Generai Miller was made 
public today. 

Duriag the year 2,287 civil suits and 14,588 
criminal prosecutions were terminated, and 
there are pending 2,950 of the former and 
7,812 of the latter class. Mr: Miller recom- 
mends that provision be made for a United 
States penitentiary and a United States re- 
formatory, the latter being intended for the 
confinement of tle milder ciass of criminals. 

It is also urged that a prison bureau pve es- 
tablished in the Department of Justice, 
where gould be gathered, collated, and re- 
corded in a permanent form the criminal sta- 
tistics of the United States. 

In a chapter on law business the Attorney 
General says: “Soon after the 4th of March 
last it was brought to my attention that at 
the recent Congressional elections there 
were numerous ana far-reaching violations 
of the Federal laws relating to such elecwuons. 
It was charged that, by \intimidauon of 
yoters, by Seizing and destroying ballot- 
boxes, by substitution of false ballot, by 
faise returns, by bribery of voters 
and election offivers, and by various 
other means weil known to those en- 
gaged in this nefarious business,’ the 
popular will was stifled and falsified, and 
returns obtained wholly at variance with 
what would have been the result of a free 
and iair vote honestly counted. In every 
vase where such charges were brought to the 
attention of this dep§rtment instructions 
were given to the District Attoraeys to in- 
vestigate and prosecute to the utmost of 
their power every person implicated in subh 
violations of the Federal laws, and I am: hap- 
py to be able to report. that in a number of 

tates such prosecutions have been success- 
ful. But it must not be supposed ‘that 
hostility to the United States courts ana 
United States officers is confined to election 
matters. On the cortrary, the records of 
the Department of Justice show that in 
some istricts the civil proceedings of 
these courts and criminal prosecutions 
wholly disconnected with the elective frau- 
chise cannot procéed because the lives of 
necessary witnesses are in such danger that 
it would be simply inhuman to eaforce their 
attendance and the giving of: tnejr testi- 
mony; while the evidence is abundant that 
in certain localities no occupation is so dan- 

rous as a faithful performance of duty by 

nited States Marshals. Of course such 
lawlessness cannot be tolerated. In every 
case the instructions to, prosecute have been 
coupled with the assurance that no means 
within the power of this department will be 
spared to protect officers aud witnesses in 
the discharge of their duties, and to bring to

Suaday a Fire Broke Out in His Store, 
Doing Serious Damage — Now Joseph 
Sugarman, a Former Partner, Makes 
Some Interesting Accusations—Patti Ar- 
rives in New York on the Teutonic and 
Will Be in Chicago Tomorrow—James 
Hope Free Again. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special. ]|—Bernard 
Wolif, the proprietor of a notion store at No. 
74 Essex street, is resting uader a serious ac- 
cusation. Early Sunday night @ fire sud- 
denly broke outin his store, and although 
the firemen were on the spot only a few min- 
utes iater the stock and building were dam- 
aged to the amount of nearly $5,000. 

Now comes Joseph Sugarman, who today 
made a statement that puts Wollf ina bad 
fix, Sugarman swears that Wollf and he 
were partners in the clothing trade on Third 
street in 1886. About the time of the Jewish 
holidays he noticed that Bernard Wollf was 
beginning what seemed to him a series of ex- 
periments with different qualities and sizes 
of candies. When the Jewish New Year 
setin the whole establishment was closed. 
It was to remain so for three days, or while 
the holidays lasted. whe night of the second 
day Sugarman said be visited the piace. Uur- 
tains were drawn on the windows. What 
mét his gaze upon opening the door startled 
him, Preparations for a good old blaze were 
compiete. From each corner of a table 
hung a cotton bag filled loosely with odds 
and ends of ax cloth. Running to thése and 
allaround the basement was tapo. Alon 
each shelf it was fastened with pins in oaak 
& Manner as to leave no mark. The ends of 
the tape ran to candies cut off to a certain 
length which stood about the piace. The 
tape ran up-stairs. On the floor above the 
basement he found similar preparations. 
Upward of athousand yards of tape haa been 
used. Ali of it had been, previously treated, 
Sugarman said he learned subsequently, witn 
a chemital compound that was simply per- 
fection in its way. Two miautes after it was 
started a hot fire would have been raging ia 
every room in the house. Wollfs induced 
Sugarman to maintain silence, and the mat- 
ter was dropped.

On board the Teutonic were Mme. Nordica 
and several other celebrities. The occasion 
Was a most enjoyable one. Patti appeared 
on deck in traveling costume, not a whit 
older-looking than when she was with us 
last, just as piquant, just as pretty, albejt 
her hair has changed from its raven biack to 
a rich red, such as was worn by Queen Eliz-

Thrilling Experience of Some Shipwrecked 
Sailors—Harry Cariton Hanged. 

New Yorx, Dec. 5.—[Special.|—Fifteen 
shipwrecked sailors, who Were rescued in 
midocean the night of Nov. 20 after the ves- 
sei upon which they had. sailed from 
this port had gone to the bottom, were 
landed here today by the steamship 
Atalanta from Montego Bay. The _ res- 
cuedgnen were the chiet officer and fourteen 
of the crew of ‘he steamship Edith Goden, 
owned by J. E. Kern & Co. of this city. The 
Edith Goden left New Yors for Montego Bay 
in command ef Capt. Legoe, with a cargo of 
general merchandise, Nov. 12. Almost 
within sight of Montego Bay — another 
two hours would have placed her in 
port— water was discovered pouring 
into the steamer. She was found to have 
sprung aleak. At midnight Capt. Legoe saw 
that the steamer was doom ana ordered 
the life-boats lowered. The men had scarcely 
got into the boats and pulled away from the 
vessel when the steamship went down. No 
lives were lost, -‘The seamen were landed at 
Montego Bay,

Officer 
Brennan pursued the trio and when within a 
few yards of Cariton the latter turned and 
fired two shots.

A Hot Fight on the Prohibition Question— 
Montagna Solons Still Idle. 
BisMakcK, N. D., Dec. 5.—([Special.]—The 
prohibition question is nearing a crisis on 
the issue as to whether the saloons of the 
State shall be closed Jan. 1 or July 1. The 
wajority finally consented to amend, and to- 
day reported recommending the striking out 
of the emefency clause, thus letting the law 
go into force when all others wili—July 1. 
But this was not agreed to, for a minority 
report recommends the passage of the bill 
without amendment, and this would close 

every saloon in the State Jan. 1.

AN ANGLO-AMERICAN BANK COMPANY. 


Proposed Organization of an International 
Syndicate with $25.000,000 Capital. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 5.—[Special. |— 
For more than a year past a plan for a 
colossal banking institution, with a cash cap- 
ital of £5,000,000, or nearly $25,000,000, has 
been shaping itself in this cify. It is pro- 
posed to organize a company which shail 
have its domicile in London, but which shail 
have an American advisory board, including 
leading financial men of Philadelphia, New 
York, and Chicago. 

The capital is to be allotted on each side of 
the Atlantic, a large share of the American 
quota coming to Philadelphia. In addition 
to the parent concern in London there would 
be branches in Paris, Berlin, Vienna, and 
Frankfort, and in New York and Chicago. 
Messrs. Baker Brothers & Co. of No. 129 
South Fourth street, Philadelphia, are named 
as the American agents of the proposed com- 
pany, and itis reported that that firm will 
contro! all its operations outside of London. 

The magnitude of this venture can b® real- 
ized from the statement. that its cash capital 
on the basis proposed would be greater thar 
tne combined capital stock of ali the nation- 
al banks of Philadelphia. Its orgaaization 
under the English Liability act has a distinct 
purpose in view. At first glance it would 
seem as though Philadelphia capital were to 
be enlisted in establishing 9 bank in London. 
The carrying of coals to Newcastle would 
hardly seem more absurd than such a propo- 
sition, but this 1s not the aim of the project- 
ors. Their main purpose is to avail them- 
selves of English laws und English capital in 
doing a general banking, trust, and invest- 
ment busiffess in Philadelphia and other 
American cities. 


A PROTEST FROM THE WOOL-GROWERS,

WasuHINGToN, D. C., Dec. 5.—At the Wool- 
Growers’ Convention today tne National 
Wool-Growers’ Association of the United 
States was reorganized by the adoption of a 
constitution and the election of the foliow- 
ing officers, to serve one year: Columbus 
Delano, Ohio, President; J. T. Ricb, Michi- 
xan, Vice-President; C. H. Beall, West Vir- 
ginia, Treasurer; George H. Wallace, Mis- 
souri, Secretary, and Davis Cossitt, New 
York, Assistant Secretary. E. N. Bissell of 
Vermont, W. L. Biack ot Texas, and John 
McDowell of Pennsylvania were elected to 
act with the officers of the association as an 
executive board. Oneof the principal sub- 
jects of discussion today was the undervaiu- 
ation of so-calied ring waste. It was shown 
that during the last nine years the importa- 
tion of this so-calied waste equaled the en- 


tire wool clip of either Onio or Texas; that it ‘ 


18 superior for nearly all wool mauufacturing 
purposes to the finest scoured wool in this 
country, and yet, it was said, it paid 
a duty of only 10 cents a pound, when 
it should have paid, upon a proper and just 
classification, from 30 to 60 cents pee pene. 
A committee waited upon Secretary Windom 
this afternoon and protested against the ad- 
mission of this so-called waste ata rate less 
than is charged upon wool scheduled as part- 
ly manufactured wool.

M’AULIFFE AND MIKE DALEY 
FIGHT A DRAW AT BOSTON, 


JACK 


The Former Clearly the Better Man, bat 
the Maine Man’s Staying Powers Enable 
Him to Last the Stated Number of 
Rounds—Particulars of the Contest— 
Racing at New Orleans, Clifton, and 
Guitenberg—General Turfand Sporting 
News. 

Boston, Mass., Dec, 5.—[Special.]—Jack 
McAuliffe of Brooklyn bas settled bis claim. to 
the title of champion light weight pugilist of 
America. Mike Daley of Bangor, Me., is the 
latest victim of his science, and the Boston Cribb 
Club was the scene of the mill. Fifteen rounds 
were fought, and technically the matter is lefta 
draw. McAuliffe, however, so outfought his 
rival at every point as to convince every one 
the two men belonged to entirely differ- 
ent classes, and only a referee, placed 
from unusual circumstances in a peculiar 
position, could have left the result as 
it was. McAuliffe did all the leading, scored a 
dozen points to Daley's one, and evinced unusu- 
al generalship. Daley astonished every one with 
the strength he evinced to parry McAuliffe’s 
blows and the occasional clever strokes he dis- 
played. He fought on the defensive all the 
while, and the only aggressive tacks he attempt- 
ed were plunges for McAuliffe’s stomach, which 
in nearly every instance failed. The fight from 
ascientific point of view was one of the most 
clever ever seen in Boston. 

Joe Lannon was chosen referee. It was after 
11 o'clock when the men stepped into the eight- 
een-foot ring. Both were in the pink of condition 
and showed fine training. Daley tipped the 
scales at 138 pounds and showed less superfluous 
fiesh. McAuliffe went him three pounds heavier, 
McAuliffe was seconded by his brother, Conn 
McAuliffe, and by Cobb Drew. Jack Haviin, 
Dan Gill, and Capt. Bill Daley performed the 
same triendly offices for Daley. At the opening 
of the contest McAuliffe’s friends offered odds of 
$100 to $70, but little money was bet, as the result 
was believed to be a foregone conclusion. 

McAuliffe opened thé first round,as he did nearly 

all of them, by a lead for Daley’s face. Daley 
dodged but caught it on the neck. A clinch fol- 
lowed, and after the break both Daley and Me- 
Auliffe secured good face blows. They clinched 
again, but broke quickly. McAuliffe rushing 
Daley face first against the ropes. McAuliffe 
then landed his left on Daley's jaw. McAuliffe’s 
tactics from the first were to force the fighting. 
Daley’s plan, pursued to the finish, was to wind 
McAuliffe or strike him down by a chance blow 
on the chest. 
’ Both came to the scratch in the secondfround 
scarcely scratched or discolored. McAuliffe 
made a rush, struck Daley's neck with his right 
and broke the skin, thus winning first blood. He 
gotanotheron Daiey’s neck and scored also on 
bis body. The round was about an even thin 

McAuliffe began to settie to his work 
in the third round. He rushed Daley into 
his corner and landed three plows, two of which 
left their marks on Daley's face. 

Both of the fighters sparred tor wind for sev- 
eral seconds in the opening of tne fourth round. 
McAuliffe was the first to rush, however, and 
Daley was driven well into his corner. He 
counted on Daley's neck, and the latter returned 
it with a body blow. Daley was rushed against 
the ropes. 

McAulifie had the best of the fifth. He opened 
with his left on Daley's neck. The two clinched, 
and after the break McAuliffe rained a shower 
of blows upon Daley's neck and side with both 
hands. Many of them failed to count, but he 
stood four to one against his antagonist. 

Daley departed from his custom in the sixth 
round and opened it with a lead for McAuliffe’s 
body. He fell short, and McAuliffe took ad- 
vantage of tne opening, planting his left solidly 
on his rival’s breast. 

The seventh round was equally hot and the 
strain began to tell on Daley. Heavy blows were 
exchanged with both left and right. 

The fighting was less vigorous in the eighth, as 
both men were somewhat blown. McAuliffe 
gave arattling tone to the ninth round, though 
he failed to use all his chances. Daley was per- 
ceptibly weaker, and might have been knocked 
out. McAuliffe got a blow on his neck and by a 
dash dropped him to his knees. Then was his 
opportunity, but Daley was on his feet before 
Jack realizea his chance. 

In the tenth round McAuliffe was rushed by 
Daley, but he used his heac\| to good advantage 
against Daley's body and saved himself; In the 
eleventh round McAuliffe inveigled Mike into 
the center of the ring and made aciean hit. 

Daley clung to bis body tactics even in the 
twelfth round. McAuliffe continued to hammer 


at Daly's neck. Daley tred this and managed P 


to score one. MeAuliffe then aimed higher and 
closed the round with several counters on jaw 
and face. 

The men were fairly fresh when time for the 
thirteenth round was called. Both realized that 
it was then ornever. Daley received a solid one 
on the cheek that staggered him,and he came 
near falling. Several interchanges ensued, but 
Jack again, for some reason, failed to profit by 
the advantage. 

A rush and clinch opened the fourteenth round. 
Both set hotly to work, and the most warmly 
fought seconds of the contest followed. Had 
time not been called asit was Daley probably 
Would have been used up. 

The fifteenth round was less vigorous than the 
preceding one. McAuliffe struck, solidly and 
quickly, but Daley stood to it astonishingly, and 
time was called with him still bobbing about the 
ring. 

Joe Lannon then arose and declared the fight 
adraw. A total of the clean. blows shows that 
McAuliffe secured ninety-eight and Daley thirty- 
seven. The decision called forth a storm of 
hisses and adverse comment, 

Patsy Kerrigan was present and announced 
bimself as ready to challenge the winner of to- 
night's fight.

MAJ. J. W. POWELL’S PLAN OF IRRIGATION. 


The Chief of the Federal Commission 
His Views on the Matter. 

New Yorks, Dec, 5.—Maj. J. W. Powell, 
chief of the Federal Commission to report 
upon the best method of irrigating the arid 
lands of the country, read a paper upon tk 
subject before the Chamber of Commer: 
this afternoon. He began with the statement 
that about one-haif of tne lands of the 
United States, exclusive of Alaska, dre arid. 
These lands, he said, so far as they can be 
brought under cultivation by irrigation, are 
the bestlands in the country, because the 
crops are certain, not being subject to the 
chances of extreme wet and extreme dry 
scasons asin the case of lands dependent 
upon rain. Of the 1,000,000,000 acres of arid 
fand in the United States about 6,000,000 are 
atl Py ny mae by irrigation and

arable by that method. . ner

tuon of reservoirs, canals, and other works

For the proper carrying out of this work.a 
Change in the land laws of the country is 
necessary. The laws as they now exist are 
framed to meet tne situation of affairs 
brought about by the cultivation of lang in 
the humid parts of the country where irriga- 
tion is unnecessary. The methoas here are 
the reverse of those necessary in arid coun- 
tries. Where me ff ag is unnecessary the 
land is cultivated by private initiative, each 
farmer bemg able to raise his crop 
in entire independence of his neighbors. in 
arid countries cobperation for the distribu- 
tion of the water from its source is essential. 
In the one case the value inheres in the 
land. ._In the other case it inheres in the 
water. Without the water the land is pese- 
less. In humid countries the tendency, 
therefore, is toward small holdings, whilé in 
arid countries it is toward large hoidings. 

The Government, Maj. Powell says, should 
not be allowed to furnish any of the money 
for the completion of this great system of 
works. For the preservation of the forests 
and for the parceling out of the water a 
grept many thousand men will be necessary, 
and to put the matter in the hands of | the 
Government would be to build up a. bureau- 
cracy and an army of officialism. The only 
thing which the Government should do in 
the matter is to furnish wise laws to control 
operauons in this field. Hea summarizes’ th 
matter as follows: , 

The plan to be presented for your consid- 
eration directly affects alltne industries of 
agriculture, forestry, mining, and manufact- 
urigg, and indirectly all other industmes and 
enterprises. Let the problem be briefly re- 
viewed: . 

First—The capital to redeem by irrigation 
100,000,000 acres of land is to be obtained, and 
$1,000,000,000 1s necessary.

among the peopie. : 

Sixth—The grasses that are to feed the 
flocks and herds must be protected and 
utilized. 

Seventh—-The great mineral deposits—the 
fuel of the future, and iron for the raliroads, 
and the gold and silver for our money—must 
be kept ready to the hand of industry and 
the brain of enterprise. 

Eighth—The powers for the factories of 
that great land are to be created and utilized, 
that the hum of busy machinery may echo 
among the rocks of the mountains, the sym- 
phonic music of industry. 


THE DEAINAGE COMMISSIONERS, 


Mr. Raster Perplexed—Doesn’t Like the 
Packed Partisan Tickets. Bie, 

The Jilinois Staats-Zeitung, in an editorial on 
the drainage project and the approaching 
election, says: 

For such a workin every country in Europe, 
even in half-barbarous Russia, they would take 
men of thorough knowledge and long experience 
without asking their opinions on negro suffrage, 
tariff, or the whisky and tobacco tax. They 
would also select men who Dy their personal 
character, position in life, or wealth were pro 
tected against all suspicion of dishonesty. It is 
different here; for here this all-wise and righteous 
people, though consisting of two-thirds [about 
half] of. non-taxpayers, has to decide who shall 
expend the money to be levied on the taxpayers. 
Nothing is said as to whether the men selected 
for this purpose know anything about the’work 
confided to them. 

Phe people are divided into two parties, each 
of which considers itself wiser and more honest 
than the other. In either party the ‘** fixers ’’— 
the professional politicians—can do as they 
please. While the quiet citizen, content in him- 
self and his God, remains at home with mother, 
the “ ftixers’”’ get his ticket ready and then leave 
him full freedom to vote the one or the other, 

But if it should happen that neither the one 
por the other ticket appears acceptable to the 
honest taxpayer—what then? Then nothing re- 
mains butto “ kick’’—to declare war against 
the managers in both parties. 

Thatis pretty if the indignant citizens have a 
much larger number of votes than the blind party 
sheep that follow the leader through thick and 
thin. The purposes of the parties have repeat- 
edly been crossed by a revolt of the citizens who 
are not professionali politicians. But it has not 
often happened, and never unless previously a 
profound indignation at the conduct of the 
“managers ’’ and ** fixers’? had broken Out in 
the community with elementary force. 

What will be done in the present case? If 
anything, it must be done at once for there is no 
time to be lost. But ifit is to be done, the prin- 
cipal question remains: How? 

The law by which the drainage district is 
created gives each voter the right to vote either 
for nine candidates or for five, giving ¢ach man 
one and four-fifths of a vote in the latter, case. 
The object of this exceedingly awkward pro 
vision was togive each of the leading parties at 
least four places, and to the strongest one the 
ninth. Now each of the parties has ponhnated 
put tive candidates, of whom, everything, going 
smoothly, four must be elected. The election 
would only have to decide which shall be the 
fortunate ninth, and whether the Democrats or 
Republicans shall have a majority in the’ board

Minnesota’s and Dakota's May Reach 95,- 
000,000 Bushels This Year. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 5.—[Special.]|— 
Col. G. D. Rogers, editor of the Market Record, 
estimates that the; Minnesota and Dakota 
wheat crop of this year may touch 95,000,000 
bushels. There aré now in the farmers’ 
hands in the three States 15,000,000 bushels 
unsold. Calling the crop 90,000,000 bushels, 
of the 75,000,000 disposed of Minneapolis has 
received 23,352,550 bushels and Duluth 12;- 
900,802 bushéis, as against 19,273,550 and 3,218,- 
028, respectively, last year. The baiance bas 
been disposed of in the  foilowing 
manner: 11,000,000 bushels retained for 
seeding, 9,000,000 for consumption in 
the three States tor bread; 8,000,000 made in 
flour and shipped outof the State, not pass- 
ing through Minneapolis or Duluth, and 3,000,- 
000 shippea out of the State on Southern 
roads, without passing through the above 
cities. Col. Rogers says that Duluth receives 
a large amountof wheat only when Mun- 
neapolis has a surplus above her needs, that 
was the case this year, it was not the case 
last year, and Duluth received 3,000,000 bush- 
els while Minneapolis held its even course 
at 19,000,000, 

“What do you predict for the wheat crop 
next year?’’ Col. Rogers was asked today. 

“] think the acreage will be at least 5 per 


‘cent greater than this year; at least 5 per 


cent more plowing has been done this fall 
than was done last.”’ 

‘**Has the disbandment of the Millers’ As- 
sociation affected the farmers?’’ 

“Yes; the farmers have been benefited. 
There was no commercial trade in wheat 
while the association existed. The associa- 
tion controiled the wheat and prevented it 
from going South. The winter-wheat men 
recognize the fact that our wheat is the best 
quality grown in the worid and their flour is 
better mixed with our wheat, ana so quite a 
trade has sprung up in the South.” 

**Will there be dollar wheat this year?”’ 

*T think not. I look for the average to 
hold at about 65 to 70 cents, the present fig- 
ures. 


BEARS LESS ACTIVE IN WALL STREET. 


Business Smaller in Volume and the Tend- 
ency Toward Higher Prices. 

New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]—The bear 
party was less active today and, consequent- 
ly, business Was smaller in volume, and the 
tendency was to higher prices: Money grows 
easier-day by day, Short bilis were sold to- 
day at 4.84, whichis within one-half cent in 
the pound sterling of the rate at which gold 
could be brought over without loss. Specu- 
lative shipments to this side are not unlikely. 

The coalers continue conspicuously strong. 
A smart fractional advance in Reading is at- 
tributed to London buying, while a like gain 
in Lackawanna is due to Mr. 8. V. White 
telling his friends that it is “like finding 
money” to buy Lackawanna at current 
prices. A street rumor that the dividend 
rate would be reducedto 6 percent was 
officially denied by President Sloan.

WHEAT HAS NO BACK BONE, 


Features of the Day on 'Change—The Fluc- 
tauations—Corn and Provisions. 

The wheat market was again conspicuous 
for its lack of backbone. An undercurrent 
of bearish sentiment pervaded from the 
start. The May future was aimost exclu- 
sively in possession of speculators. Decem- 
ber, which until recently was the preéminent 
month in the trade, has now sunk into utter 
insignificance, and as the months which in- 
tervene between now and May constitute 
the hibernating season of the business they 
are being ignored as usual. 

The opening price was 83% cents as against 
§4(@843¢ cents the day before. The ground 
lost over night was recovered and atritie be- 
sides, transactions taking place at 841¢ cents. 
There was a iong dull speli in which priges 
did not get above 84 cents nor below 83% 
cents. The buyers at this period of the day 
were the same as the day before, and the 
sellers conspicuous Wednesday still contin- 
ued to fight any advance. When, by long- 
continued hammering of the market, the 
bears ultimately succeeded in getting the 
price below the 8554 cents mark the position of 
the contesting parties changed and many of 
the buyers at 83°{ cents and upwards be- 
came sellers at a lower figure. 

Lindblom, Driver, and William Dunn were 
the prominent buyers early and Heth & Oo.

Hooper married her—she was 
then Miss Annie M. Langton—in Boston 
eleven years ago, when she was Only 16, and 
the youthful groom only a year older, The 
Marriage wasn’t ahappy one, and the boy 
bridegroom went back to live with his 
parents. About three years ago Mrs. 
Hooper obtained a divorce for abandonment 
and non-support. The court awarded her 
the custody of her child, but the father ran 
away with him to Florida, and has success- 
fully eluded pursuit and capture ever since. 
Mr. Hooper has been living with his father 
and mother in Hull street, East New York, 
in undisturbed possession of his son until the 
mother made.a desperate effortafew days 
ago to get him. The opportunity for a re- 
newed assault came Tuesday, when a second 
and nearly successful attempt to capture the 
boy was. mede. 

At nalf-past 2 o’clock a carriage stopped 
near the public school at Rockaway and Mc- 
Dougal streets and two ladies and a man got 
out. The younger lady—a pretty blonde— 
asked a little boy how toget into the primary 
department. The boy recognized her as one 
of the women who had tried to kidnap Put- 
nam Hooper the day of the street scrimmage 
and ranas quickly as his littie legs would 
take him to the home of the Hoopers to tell 
them the news. When Mrs. Terrell and her 
mother entered the school building, followed 
by the young man, they started at once for 
the class-room of Miss Tsrry of the fifth pri- 
mary grade, where young Putnam was at 
his desk. Miss Terry explained to Prin- 
cipal Hamilton that she had been cau- 
tioned to beware of an attempt to 
carry off the boy and Mr. Hamilton said he 
could not let the boy go with any one but old 
Grandmother, Hooper, who had brought him 
to the school. Then there waS an outbreak. 
The pretty bionde woman declared she was 
the boy’s mother. The elder dark woman 
confirmed the story, and said that the lady 
was her daughter, and the man also insisted 
upon seeing the boy. The women became 
much excited, talked loud and created such a 
disturbance that Mr. Hamilton threatened to 
send for a policeman. 

The three waited and watched in the car- 
riage near at hand, but young Putman re- 
mained a few minutes after school hours to 
copy some exercises. Meantime the alarm 
had reached the Hooper family, ana the lad’s 
grandfather and grandmother hurried 
around to the schoolhouse. The next thing 
that attracted Principal Hamilton’s attention 
was a woman’s piercing scream. He ran 
from his office and tound a sort of catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling match going on in the 
haliway just outside the class-room where the 
boy was. The engagement was general. The 
mother, the rival grandmothers, the divorced 
wife’s husband, and the grandfather were all 
talking and shouting excitedly, and the 
women. were pulling, scratching, and claw- 
ing each other. Mr. Hamilton ordered the 
wrangling party to leave the building, and 
while Grandfather Hooper made a feint of 
running away with the boy the lad was 
snuggled out the back way by his Grand- 
mother Hooper and taken across lots to the 
back-yard gate of his house. 

At il o’cldck today Mrs. Terrell and her 
mother went again to the school, evidently 
in hopes of capturing the boy. Mrs. Terrell 
wanted to show the principal the order of 
court giving her her son’s castody. She 
wept and was greatly perturbed when told 
that the boy wasn’t at school.

Sale of the South Buffalo Mine to the 
Schiesinger Syndicate—Other Items.

SUCCESSFUL IN HIS CASE AGAINST 
THE OPERA COMPANIES. 


Judge Gresham’s 
the Local Manager—Charies C. Collins 
Given the Book Accounts, He Execut- 
ing ® Bond to Mr Kingman—Clara 
Louise Kellogg-Strakosch Wishes Rent 
Due Her in Chicago—Liability of Ware- 
house Men—Coart Notes. 


Judge Gresham yesterday decided in favor of 
James H, MeVicker against the National opera 
company. Two weeks ago Judge Gresham de- 
cided that MeVicker was entitled to judgment in 
his suitS against the American opera company, 
but the National opera company claimed that 
it, and not the American, owned the goods seized 
on the attachment writ. It was shown that Aug. 
5, 1886, MoVicker commenced suit agaiust the 
American opera company for: failing to 
keep a contract to rent his theater. Sept. 8, 
1886, the directors of tne company leased the 
property to the National opera company. When 
the latter came to Chicago McVicker levied an 
attachment writ on its property. The next day 
the National company purchased the effects of 
the American opera company for $375,000, of 
Which $350,000 was paid in stock of the Nationa! 
company. Judge Gresham held that the Ameri- 
can opera company at the time the contract was 
made was insolvent, the transfer being merely a 
reorganization under another name. Even if the 
scheme were notintended to hinder McVicker 
the law presumed that the necessary conse- 
quences of the act were intended, Instead of 
Placing its assetsin trustfor it creditors as it 
sbould have done, the American opera company 
endeavored to place them where the creditors 
could not reach them. The first attachment ap- 
pears to have been levied before the sale was 
consummated, but, however that may have 
been, the property was properly seized on the at- 
tachment writ. 

An oraer was entered by Judge Jamieson in the 
Gray, Kingman & Uollins case. It provides that 
Oharles C. Collins shall take the accounts and 
bills receivaple of the firm, figured at $107,898 for 
their face value, he to be charged with the same 
asso much cash. Mr. Collins gave bond to pay 
Charlies H. Kingman the full amount of any de- 
cree for money which might be entered in King- 
man’s favor. 

in the habeas corpus case of Charles De Wolf 
to recover possession of his two girls from his 
wife, Elizabeth, Judge Collins decided to ad- 
judicate on their final custody in the divorce 
suit of Mrs. De Wolf, and not in the habeas cor- 
pus proceedings. He said he would set the di- 
vorce matter for trial at an early day.

A case before Judge Driggs involves a novel 
point in the liability of warehousemen for goods 
lettin their keeping for storage. Montague & 
Tollman delivered to the Central Warehouse 
company 125 barrels of flour and were given 
& Warehouse receipt which placed ail loss 
by fire, ratage, leakage, or frost at the 
owner's risk. The receipt was transferred to 
Samuel C, Sargeant. When the flour was called 
for it was found that the barrels were covered 
with mud which had penetrated the contents, 
damaging the flour to the extent of $1,000. It is 
claimed that the company is responsible for the 
loss because of failure to notify the owners of 
the conditions of the packages in time to save 
the contents from damage. The suit is for $1,000. 

Michael Crowley sues Phelps, Dodge & Pal- 
mer for $20,000.
